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Court Fight Looms Over 
Art College Land-Taking 


DESPITE THREE HOURS of talks in Paris Wednesday, 
North Vietnamese and U.S. negotiators failed to reach accord 
on final arrangements for opening expanded negotiations 
toward a Vietnam peace. Diplomatic sources said North Viet¬ 
nam objected to a number of procedural ground rules sug¬ 
gested by the Americans in a similar behind-the-scenes bar¬ 
gaining session Monday. 

Despite initial differences, U.S. negotiators still hope the 
long-delayed expanded conference will commence next week. 
Meanwhile, Paris officialdom is awaiting the arrival of the 
South Vietnamese delegation which will be headed by Vice 
President Nguyen Cao Ky. 

TWENTY-FIVE CAVALRYMEN KILLED IN RED AMBUSH 

IN A FIERCE AMBUSH near Saigon Wednesday, Com¬ 
munist forces killed and wounded more than 100 Americans. 
The battle was continuing in*o Wednesday night, military 
spokesmen reported. One group of U.S. Air cavalrymen lost 
at least 25 killed and 65 wounded in the fighting—the highest 
casualties suffered by an American unit for at least two 
months. 

The North Vietnamese waited in well-camouflaged po¬ 
sitions until the Americans wei'e within easy striking distance, 
then opened up with a barrage of small arms and automatic 
weapons, rocket grenades and 82mm mortars. 

In another action Wednesday, at least 18 Americans were 
wounded. Tactical air strikes called in left 18 Communist dead 
In the battle area, a military spokesman said. 

ISRAELI JETS STRAFE IRAQUI POSITIONS IN JORDAN 

IN THE FOURTH DAY of seesaw attacks, Israeli jet 
fighters bombed and strafed Iraqui expeditionary troops, ar¬ 
tillery and radar positions deep inside Jordan, Wednesday. 
An Israeli military spokesman said the raids were carried out 
to “impress upon the Iraquis that they cannot attack Israeli 
settlements and escape punishment.” In addition to bombing 
the troop positions, Israeli jets flew over the Jordanian capi¬ 
tal. Amman, but did not attack as air raid sirens sounded 
and citizens tied into shelters, reports from Jordan said. 

In Cairo, the Egyptian government announced that it 
would “not be drawn into a war which was made to serve 
the enemy’s purposes.” Egyptians have long mistrusted 
Jordan’s King Hussein, whom they regard as too conciliatory 
toward the Israelis.

THE 26 VICTIMS of the latest airliner hijacking returned 
from Cuba Wednesday night and reported that Communist 
authorities treated them w’ell and put them up for the night 
in a honemoon hotel. The passengers were forced to remain 
In Cuba when their National Airlines jet returned with its 
crew Tuesday night arrived in Miami almost 24 hours behind 
schedule.

Richardson Philosophical 
About His Political Luck 

Attorney General Elliot L. Richardson has been 
dogged by bad luck since he first sought elective office 
back in 1962. 

But Richardson has yet to voice his first complaint 
even though he might be sitting in the U.S. Senate 
today if fortune had smiled just a little more brightly 
upon him. 

Richardon encountered his first bit of political 
misfortune at the 1962 Republican State Convention 
in Worcester where he was seeking the GOP endorse¬ 
ment for Attorney General. 

He won the convention endorsement on the first 
ballot over Edward W. Brooke but was denied his 
victory by a very questionable ruling by former 
Senator Leverett Saltonstall.

PAROLE IN SIGHT FOR ANOTHER BRINK'S BANDIT 

ANOTHER OF THE Brink’s bandits will soon be eligible 
for pardon. The State Advisory Board of Pardons voted 
unanimously Wednesday to recommend the life sentence of 
James I. “Jimma” Faherty be commuted to a number of 
years that would make him eligible for immediate parole. 

Last week, the board took similar action in the case of 
Adolph “Jazz” Maffie, 54, of Quincy. Still under considera¬ 
tion is the bid of a third Brink s bandit, Michael V. “Vinnie” 
Geagan, 60, of Milton. 

The three were convicted of being among 11 men who 
staged the $12 million robbery at the Brink’s armored car 
company counting house in Boston s North End Jan., 1950. 
Only $54,000 of the loot has been recovered. If freed from 
Waipole, the three would be transferred to Deer Island Jail 
to serve two-year sentences in connection with robbery. They 
would then, however, be eligible for parole in about a year.

CAIRO (UPI) — Belief is 
growing in Egypt that the 
country’s arid western 
desert hides a huge lake of 
oil capable of transforming 
the nation’s economy inside 
a decade. 

Dr. Taher el Hadidi, the 
government’s undersecretary 
for petroleum, predicted the 
western desert could be the 
source of an oil bonanza as 
big as that uncovered in 
neighboring Libya. 

The western desert has 
barely been scratched for 
oil so far. But at El 
Alamein, near the site of the 
World War II battlefield, 
five newly-opened wells are 
producing 21,000 barrels a 
day. 

Farther south at the edge of 
the Quattara depression a 
wildcat rig has struck oil. 
Still in the western desert only 
45 miles from Cairo, another 
test rig has hit a gusher 1,500 
feet down. 

At Siwa, close to the Libyan 
border, more surveys are 
going on, with test drilling 
scheduled soon. 

OIL LAKE 


Other exploratory drilling is 
scheduled all over the desert 
and in the Mediterranean 
offshore area. Oilmen 
cautiously speculate tha 
Libya’s oil fields are part of a 
huge oil lake spreading under 
the western desert into 
Egyptian territory. 

The bulk of Egypt’s current 
oil “boomlet” comes from 
the windy,wave-whipped Gulf 
of Suez. 

The El Morgan offshore oil 
field, discovered in 1965 by 
Standard Oil of Indiana’s 
subsidiary, Pan American Oil 
Co. and exploited by a joint 
Pan A m e rican-Egyptian 
government company, already 
is producing 82 per cent of 
Egyptian crude. 

Morgan alone is currently 
delivering 185,000 barrels a 
day, and is expected to reach 


million tons more than 
current domestic needs. 

This is despite the loss of 
I the Sinai oilfields to Israel .n 
last year’s June war. Before 
Morgan they produced the 
bulk of Egypt’s oil, 4.5 million 
j tons a year. 

’ Now’, a year after the war, 
Egypt has caught up and 
surpassed its previous 
production. 

OFFSHORE FIELD 

And 10 miles south of 
Morgan, a new offshore field 
has been discovered. Test 
holes are producing a total 
daily average of more than 
7.000 barrels of high quality 
crude. 

Petroleum Minister Dr. Azix 
Sidky said the new field, 
called Amal, covers 15 square 
miles. 

Three western oil giants are 
providing most of the know¬ 
how for Egypt’s oil business. 
In addition to its Gulf 
concession, Pan American 
also has exploratory rights 
over a big tract of western 
desert from the pyramids to 
the Qattara depression. 

Phillips Oil, operating tho 
El Alamein field with an 
Egyptian partner, holds a 
huge chunk of desert 
stretching mainly along the 
Mediterranean coast. 

Italy’s Eni company has the 
concession in the Nile delta, 
where, despite promising 
natural gas finds, they have 
failed to come up with a 
major oil strike so far. 

The Soviet Union at this 
point is involved only lightly 
in Egypt’s Oil business. The 
Russians are providing 
technical know-how for a 
survey of the area, but the 
Egyptian government i s 
holding onto the oil rights for 
itself.

The “Square** Truth 

Back in 1883, Grover Cleveland, then Governor of 
New York, commented upon public education in an ad¬ 
dress at Albany High School. His words seem even 
more appropriate today. 

They speak for themselves: 

“Within my remembrance even, the education which 
is freely offered to you was only secured by those whose 
parents were able to send them to academies and col¬ 
leges. And thus, when you entered this school very 
many of you began where your parents left off. 

“The theory of the state in furnishing more and 
better schools for the children is that it tends to fit 
them to better perform their duties as citizens, and 
that an educated man or woman is apt to be more 
useful as a member of the community. 

“This leads to the thought that those who avail 
themselves of the means thus tendered them are in 
duty bound to make such use of their advantages 
as that the state shall receive in return the educated 
and intelligent citizens and members of the community 
which it has the right to expect from its schools. 

“You, who will soon be the men of the day, should 
consider that you have assumed an obligation to fit 
yourselves by the education which you may, if you will, 
receive in this school, for the proper performance of 
any duty of citizenship, and to fill any public station 
to which you may be called.” 

Today’s youth might consider Cleveland’s words a 
little “square.” Perhaps, but you can’t escape the truth.

Richardson had served as an administrative as¬ 
sistant to Saltonstall and the two were close personal 
and political friends. It was obvious that Saltonstall 
was leaning over backward to avoid any indication that 
he was favoring Richardson. 

Salty went to such lengths of attempted neutrality 
that he snatched victory away from Richardson in the 
process. His ruling sent the Brooke-Richardson fight 
to a second ballot. A number of Richardson’s backers 
had left the convention hall, and Brooke won on the 
second ballot. 

Richardson carried his fight on into the primary 
because of the faulty ruling and a mistake in counting 
the votes. But the Republicans traditionally support 
the convention winners, and Richardson went down to 
defeat a second time after a hard contest. 

No political writer ever was able to talk or 
maneuver him into criticizing his old boss. 

“He was in a tough spot,” was the most Richard¬ 
son would say about Saltonstall w’ho had been serving 
as convention chairman. 

W hen the observation was made by an interviewer 
that Salty obviously had made a mistake, Richardson 
said he wasn’t at all sure that was a fact. 

Then he would engage in some vague double-talk 
in an attempt to justify Salty’s ruling. 

Richardson was persuaded to run for Lieutenant 
Governor in 1964 by John Yolpe after being assured 
he would be assigned special duties in the fields of 
health, welfare and education — areas in which he is 
considered an expert. 

In 1966 the indications were that he could 
coast home for reelection without expending either 
much energy or money. 

However, he was induced to stand for election as 
Attorney General when it appeared that no other Re¬ 
publican could hold that office for the GOP. 

Richardson eventually found himself involved in 
a tough fight with Francis X. Bellotti — a battle 
he eventually won but only after a hard struggle. 

Meanwhile, Richardson had teamed up w’ith Gov¬ 
ernor Volpe to make Francis W. Sargent, a distant 
cousin of Richardson’s, the Republican nominee for 
Lieutenant Governor. 

Richardson, in consenting to seek the Attorney 
Generalship instead of standing for reelection, was 
gambling that Volpe would serve out the full four 
years of his term. He is about to lose that gamble. 

Ironically, Richardson threw’ his support behind 
Sargent at the Republican State Convention to stop a 
threat against his endorsement as Lieutenant Governor. 

Representative Francis W. Hatch, Jr., of Beverly 
challenged Sargent for second place on the Republican 
State ticket and made a surprisingly strong fight. 

But Volpe and Richardson mobilized their forces 
behind Sargent and helped him achieve the convention 
endorsement which was tantamount to nomination. 

When Sargent was elected Lieutenant Governor 
in the fall of 1966, there w’as talk that he would strike 
out for the Governorship in 1970 and that he and Rich¬ 
ardson were on a collision course within the GOP. 

Richardson made plain his willingness to take his 
chances in a convention fight with Sargent — if the 
two were holding their present offices. 

Now, however, with John Volpe preparing to 
resign from the Governorship to accept a position 
in the Nixon administration and with Sargent get¬ 
ting ready to take over the gubernatorial reins, 
Richardson is talking philosophically of seeking 
another terms as Attorney General in 1970 and de¬ 
laying his try for election as Governor until some 
time in the future. 

Although he w’ould now’ be on the verge of be¬ 
coming Governor if he had not consented to help the 
Republican party in 1966 by running for Attorney Gen-

Nearly $800 Collected So 
Far For Biafran Relief 


The Newton Peace Center 
reports receiving total con¬ 
tributions of $775.63 to date in 
their part of the UNICEF 
drive to aid the starving peo¬ 
ple of Biafra. Of that amount, 
$75.65 has been received from 
adult contributors, with a 
special Hallowe’en drive by 
the Junior High students net¬ 
ting $495.99 under the 
chairmanship of Howard 
Haines at Meadowbrcok Jr. 
High. Through the eforts of 
Michael Blau, Mark Hauser 
and Robert Pease a total of 
$204.10 was collected at Weeks 
Jr. High. 

Since September, relief 
organizations have shipped 
over 56 million tons of food to 
Nigeria and Biafra, a large 
portion of which are high pro¬ 
tein foods especially needed 
by children in the affected 
areas. Helicoptor lifts are 
being increased to reach parts 
of the populations who haven’t 
been helped before. Medicines 
are made available to medical 
teams on both sides of the 
fighting. 

In spite of the increased 
distribution of supppies, 
UNICEF reports that the 
relief provided has not been 
adequate. Relief operations 
are limited loglstically by in¬ 
sufficient airlift capacity on 
the Biafran side and by n-

“These kids were told by 
the Viet Cong they would be 
tortured and slaughtered by 
U.S. American doctors,” said 
Navy Lt. Marvin Margolis, 27, 
of Rockford, Ill.

“But gradually, we’ve 
won the trust of the 
villagers,” he added. “They 
know the VC lied to them. 
They know we don’t even 
care about the political fee¬ 
lings of a patients parents." 

The hospital, located nine 
miles northwest of Da Nang, 
is the only one of its in 
Vietnam’s five northernmost 
provinces. It is supported, in 
time and money, entirely by 
the men of the Marine Force 
Logistics Command. 

“Technically, we don't exist 
at all,” quipped one cor- 
psman. “We scrounge all the 
equipment, beg all the money 
and donate all the time.” 

It began in 1965 in an 11-bed 
field tent and before long was 
expanded into its present 
semi-permanent clapboard 
quarters. A 120-bed, air con 
ditioned hospital, now under 
construction, is scheduled to 
replace the facility this fall. 

BEG AND BORROW 

The Marines raised $30.00 
for the new hospital through 
raffles and donations. They 
beg and borrow most of their 
supplies from other U.S. 
military hospitals in Vietnam. 
Two hospitals in Akron, Ohio, 
make regular contributions. A 
woman’s club in Gary, Tnd., 
recently bought an air-con¬ 
ditioner for the soon-to-be 
completed operating room.

Flowers Bloom 
With Festivity, 
In Yule Mood 

Colorful, flowering plants 
add their own festive touches 
to the Christmas season. 
Many s pecially-produi ed 
blooms are available from 
florists and garden stores at 
this time of the year. 

First there’s the traditional 
Christmas favorite — the ma¬ 
jestic poinsettia. It’s available 
in red, white and pink, and its 
cost is usually determined by 
the number of blooms on each 
plant. 

Poinsettias usually have 
their clay pots wrapped tight¬ 
ly in tinfoil for decorative 
purposes, but they’ll las: 
longer and stay healthier, 
with the foil loosened or 
removed. 

Other flowering choices at 
Christmas time include com¬ 
pact kalanchoe with scarlet 
red flowers, fragrant wnite 
gardenias, shocking pink 
cyclamen, colorful Jerusalem 
cherry plants and Or.ghi 
Christmas peppers, year- 
round azaleas and mums, and 
spectacular Christmas 
brgonias. 

Look for quality plants 
grown and sold in porous clay 
pots for proper drainage and 
healthy root structures. 

Water gift plants “on de¬ 
mand,” — at the first sign of 
container soil drying out. 

Ask florists about tem¬ 
perature and light re¬ 
quirements for each plant. 

Adjust plant placement to 
their environmental needs - 
poinsettias suffer from the 
cold, while Christmas peppers 
like the cool.

They find the spray can 
reduce the need for costly and 
often hazardous irrigation and 
protect the plants from smog 
and other pollutants or even 
from disease organisms. 

“In greenhouse tests of 
plastic sprays we lowered 
water losses of oleanders by 
30 per cent,” says Dr. David 
C. Davenport. “The savings 
potential is large, considering 
that California spends about 
$1 million annually for ir¬ 
rigation of highway landscap¬ 
ing.”

The sacks are usually placed Commonwealth Ave , Newton, 
two or three feet apart along 
sidewalks and rooftops. These 
are lighted at dusk and burn 
for several hours. 

The soft glow of the lights 
sometimes illuminates entire 
sections of New Mexico towns 
as residents band together to 
cover every house on the block 
with luminarias. 

The lighting practice began 
centuries ago when Spanish 
settlers in New Mexico found 
themselves without decorative 
lights for use at Christmas 
time. The people came up with 
the idea of lighting small bon¬ 
fires of pinon wood along the 
route to the church where mid¬ 
night mass was to be held. 

Later, the paper sacks and 
candles replaced the original 
method, and New Mexicans 
began decorating their homes 
with luminaries. In recent 
years, electric luminarias have 
appeared, especially on large 
buildings. The more modern 
luminarias, which can he used 
year after year, are made of a 
synthetic material and Inside 
each “sack” is an electric light 
bulb. 

But the more natural paper 
sack and candle method has 
remained the favorite. And the 
custom, once little known out¬ 
side New’ Mexico, has spread 
throughout the country. 

In fact, one enterprising 
family in Alaska made its own 
candles, rather than pay the 
high shipping cost for the 500 
candles needed in their lumi- 
naria display. 

Whether they are found in 
ancient Santa Fe or the atomic 
city of Los Alamos, luminarias 
serve as a reminder of the 
days when the early residents 
lit the symbolic fires as a guid¬ 
ing light for the Christ child 
w’ho they believed wandered 
softly through the night.

“Did His Thin*” 


ROCK FORI), 111. (t PI) — 
Offering Shakespeare in Its 
original setting could make 
students realize that the Bard, 
after all, really dixes “swing to 
their own heat.” 

At least that's what Knox 
Fowler, chairman of the thea¬ 
ter arts department at Rock¬ 
ford College, thinks. 

Shakespeare could win fans 
among today’s collegians, 
Fowler believes, given proper 
staging. He might even win 
over college freshmen “w ho by 
and large have had the worst 
i possible introduction to Shake¬ 
speare,” according to Fowler. 

They’ve been forced to read 


the subtleties that have chal¬ 
lenged centuries of theatrical 
producers, he says. Worse yet. 
in many high school courses, 
‘‘they’ve had to memorize 
great chunks of archaic 
poetry, w r hich makes no more 
sense to them than rock ‘n’ roll 
lyrics to their elders ’’ 

By the spring of 1970, this 
121-year-old liberal arts col¬ 
lege plans to have a new thea¬ 
ter where Shakes|>eare can "do 
his thing” like it was in Kliza- 
betlian times. 

The most unusual aspect of 
the theater will be a stage that 1 
can be transformed into four 
radically different configura¬ 
tions: the familiar proscenium 
stage; the thrust stage of Eli¬ 
zabethan drama; the open 
stage of Greek and Roman 
drama, and the lyric theater 
setting of stage with orches¬ 
tra pit. 

The flexible theatrical stag¬ 
ing is made possible by use of 
a stage lift—shaped like a 
three-sider box — raised and 
lowered on hydraulic columns. 

Thus, says Fowler, when a 
j student asks. "W’hat’s so 
groat about Shakespeare or 
Sophocles? — we’11 be able to 
show him.’*

It is estimated $3000 is 
needed for the initial effort. 
So far, the teen agers have 
raised $300 themselves and 
hope to collect a total of $1000 
from sources close to the 
school.

Spare Pollution 

PALO ALTO, Calif. (UPI) 
— Apollo astronauts are ex¬ 
pected to provide answers to 
many of the problems of the 
atmosphere surrounding the 
moon and they also may help 
solve a major problem for the 
earthbound — air pollution. 

For several years, scientists 
at Lockheed’s Research labo¬ 
ratory here have been work¬ 
ing with regenerating 
charcoal filters that will 
purify the air for the 
astronauts. “Air pollution 
hazards for astronauts are 
much more serious than those 
of the man on the steret,’* 
says Dr. Andrew J. Robell, 
“and there may be as many 
as 150 different containments 
in a space cabin’s air. Most 
can be severely toxic ’ 

What the astronauts learn 
about pollution may lead to 
solutions for the major U.S. 
cities.

says Mrs. Russell Dickey. 

The attractive mother of 
five contends that four basic 
foods — wheat, honey, salt 
and powdered milk — would 
solve most of the world’s 
hunger problems. 

Birth control is not the 
answer, she said, but a dif¬ 
ferent way of cooking and 
eating could be. 

To this end, she has been 
working for the past three 
years on ways of preparing 
these four foods so they would 
be attractive and palatable. 

The prediction of famine is 
one of the tenets of her 
religion, that of the church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints, which admonishes one 


contractor and herself the 
secretary - manager of the 
Gresham Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said she has 15 
brothers and sisters. 

She doesn’t think the 
number is too many. 

“My father never had a big 
bank account,” she said, “yet 
he always claimed he was 
wealthy because of all of his 
children.” 

Mrs. Dickey holds that a 
person can live well on a 
pound of wheat a day. Many 
Mormons store away wheat, 
oney, salt and milk, she 
said, but there has always 
been the problem of what to 
do with it. 

She has developed more 
than 100 recipes made from 
the four foods, which in¬ 
clude soups, gravies, can¬ 
dies, cookies, and dishes 
that look like meat, and

ROME (UPI) - In a cor¬ 
ner of this international 
capital of Catholicism lies 
one of the most famous Pro¬ 
testant cemeteries in the 
world. 

The English poets, John 
Keats and Percy Bysshe 
Shelley are buried in it, along 
with scores of lesser-known 
scholars, artists, am¬ 
bassador's and otbe*- Dersons 
from every walk of life. 

The ItaPan Community Par¬ 
ty wanted to bury its late 
chief, Palmiro Togliatti, there 
but was turned down. 

Now only a few score 
more persons can have the 
distinction of gaining a nlni 
in “The Cemetery of Poets 
and Artists,” as it is 
sometimes called. 

Space is running out, and 
hundreds of foreigners living 
in Rome are clamoring to 
reserve a plot before they are 
all gone. 

The Protestant cemetery 
which rates a place in most 
tourist guidebooks in Rome, 
may claim to be one of the 
oldest cemeteries still in use. 
Its walls enclose the 120 foot 
- high Cestius pyramid, burial 
tomb of a local politician built 
in 16 B. C. other tombs date 
from the past 300 years. 

RUN BY EMBASSIES 

The cemetery is run by the 
combined foreign embassies 
of Rome, which pick a five-na¬ 
tion board to take care of day 
-to - day matters. 

Records were not kept in 
early years, but officials 
estimate about 4,000 persons 
are buried here, including 
1,200 British, 700 Germans, 
550 Americans. 350 Swiss, 300 
Stateless persons and 300 


Russians, with a scattering of 
other nationalities. 

About 450 Italians lie in 
the cemetery. Burial 
permission was granted 
because husbands or wives 
or other close -datives of 
foreign nationality are in¬ 
terred there. 

Antonio Gramsci, founder of! 
the Italian Communist Party, 
is buried there next to his 
Russian wife. The Communist 
Party wanted to bury Togliat¬ 
ti next to Gramsci when 
Togliatti died in 1964, but the 
then American Ambassador 
Frederick Reinhardt, blocked 
the attempt, fearing the Com¬ 
munists would turn the 
cemetery into a shrine. 

MANY REQUESTS 

This year the British em¬ 
bassy has responsibility for 
the cemetery, and a I 
spokesman said requests for 
burial plots are pouring in. 

“We’re going to see of we 
can find some more loom, * 
he said. “The trouble is we 
need to find land in the same 
area of Rome or along the 
same route from the center of 
Rome.** 

Whatever land is found will 
form a new cemetery, as the 
present cemetery is bounded 
by ancient walls and streets 
that make expansion im¬ 
possible. 

The best-knwn grave in 
the cemetery is that of 
Keats. who vrote his own 
epitaph: “Here lies one 
whose name was writ in 
water.” 

On his deathbed in rooms 
overlooking Rome’s Spanish 
steps, he ordered his friend 
Joseph Severn to have those 
words put on the tombstone, 
and his name omitted. He died 
at 27 in the belief he had not 
lived long enough to achieve 
fame.

How to live With Trucks 

Both people and cartoons 
still picture a truck driver as 
a burly, unkempt bully who 
juggernauts his big rig 
through traffic, leaving be¬ 
hind a trail of trampled feel¬ 
ings if not fenders. 

There are some around like 
that, but most, particularly 
the interstate drivers, are 
pretty solid citizens. The av* 
orage one earns $12,000 a year 
and if he has more than one 
chargeable accident or tick- 
jet for careless driving, he not 
only loses his job but will be 
blacklisted by other employ¬ 
ers. 

He has to pass the same an¬ 
nual physical given to airline 
pilots. There are even regular 
checks on his credit rating 
and martial happiness be¬ 
cause brooding over problems 
can lead to accidents. 

Trucks and cars can happily 
share the highways with a 
little give and take. One is 
that through trucks should 
voluntarily not use two-lane, 
mountainous routes that 
aren’t provided with frequent 
passing lanes. 

For example, about all a 
tourist is likely to see of Ariz¬ 
ona’s Prescott National For 
est is the fat rear of a P.I.E. 
or Consolidated Freightways 
double-bottom as it snakes 
along U. S. 89 at 20 m.p.h., 
holding up long lines of traf¬ 
fic.

use taxes compared to the 
modest fees for passenger 
cars. You can argue back that 
it is the consumer, not the 
carrier, that ultimately pays 
the bill and be equally right. 

The truck driver, too has 
his pet peeves. Tops is the 
“Sunday driver” who may be 
out any day. He speeds up to 
pass a truck that's blocking 
his scenery, then slows down 
to inspect the produce at a 
roadside stand. Some of the 
big rigs have 15 forward 
gears, and it takes a mile for 
them to regain cruising speed. 

At night the trucker s big¬ 
gest problem is the car behind 
that won't dim its lights. 
Those ear-like mirrors with 
their parabolic inserts actual¬ 
ly magnify the glare. It 
should also be remembered 
that they do not give com¬ 
plete coverage for a right- 
hand turn. 

The trucker has a tough 
time explaining an emergency 
stop to his employer. As many 
as 18 tires at $150 each may 
be ruined At least part of 
the load is usually damaged, 
and there is the danger of a 
jackknifing trailer that can 
crush the driver in his cab. 

It’s against the law now for 
an interstate carrier to signal 
that it’s safe for you to pass. 
Some still try to help, but the 
decision should be yours. 

Still legal, though, is two 
blinks of his headlights to 
warn of an obstruction, such 
as cattle or an accident, on 
the highway ahead. He’ll also 
flick his lights to tell a car 
with a trailer that it’s clear 
to pull in. 

He worries if you tailgate. 
You can’t see ahead and his 
brakes are better than yours. 
On a downgrade, try to give 
the truck behind clearance to 
build up momentum for the 
next hill. In the city a truck 
may seem to be hogging the 
passing lane but he’s actually 
out there to avoid a low- 
hanging traffic light or tree. 

Scheduled carriers make a 
public relations policy of help¬ 
ing stranded motorists even 
though this trick has been 
used on them by high jackers. 
Use the standard signal of a 
raised hood and a handker¬ 
chief on the antenna or door 
handle. A clean shave, wife, 
children and out-of state 
plates also encourage assist¬ 
ance.

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U.S. Chief Jailer Hits 
At Idleness In Prisons 


39 7 Newtonites 
Receive Degrees 
From V. Mass.

WASHINGTON <UP1) - By 
11 a.m. of an ordinary work- ; 
ing day in a granite govern¬ 
ment building. Myrl Alex¬ 
ander was rumpled. His white 
shirt and white hair awry, ne 
yanked open his brown 
necktie and freed his throat. 

Fom it poured a n 
astonishing mimicry of the 
diologue he had heard in hun¬ 
dreds of jails between the 
prisoners on one side of the 
bars and their captors on the* 
other side. A poison stream of 
sexual epithets, curses and 
underworld slang sprouted 
from him. 

His words put his visitor 
in jail. He spoke softly, but 
the visitor could hear the 
clang of prison life 

“Brutality!” he exploded 
halting the monologue. “The 
real brutality in prison is 
idleness.” 

CHIEF JAILER 
As director of the Federal 
Bureau of Prisons, Alexander, 
53, is the nation’s chief jailer 
and the foremost overseer of 
a system he charges with 
failure. 

Of the 200,000 persons in 
prison in America on any 
g ven day. 96 per cent even¬ 
tually will be released — and 
two-thirds will be rejailed for 
new offenses. 

This, contends Alexander, is 
the real “law and order” issue 
in America — barely men¬ 
tioned in the political cam¬ 
paign — the ineffectiveness of 
the entire apparatus - police, 
prosecutors, courts and cor¬ 
rections systems — “to in¬ 
tervene in a criminal career ” 
"We all recognize,*’ he 
said, somewhat wearily, 
“that the traditional in¬ 
stitutions of the past haven’t 
produced the desired 
results. 

“Simply removing an of¬ 
fend"- to an institution as 
punishment often only com¬ 
pounds the problem of 
reintegrating him into the 
community as a law' abiding 
citizen. All too frequently it 
costs him his job, severs ms 
family ties and pins on him a 
l?^e> that makes all of his 
problems more difficult to 
overcome. 

“So as a means of punish¬ 
ment and as an instrument 
with which to change 
criminal behavior, ’m- 
prisonment is still a failure. 

“ T t must b? acknowledged 
that even among the best 
correctional institutions at 
least 30 per cent of the in¬ 
mates become repeaters. Why 
is this so?” he asked. 

“Is it because prisons as 
devices for the treatment 
and control of offenders 
have never been fully 
tested?” 

Through reform, he would 
like to test them. 

FOUR CHANGES 
Starting his career as a 
prison caseworker at the

ta in 1931, and later warden at 
Danbury, Conn., before 
becoming director of the 
Center for the Study of Crime, 
Delinquency and Corrections 
at Southern Illinois University 
and then federal prisons 
director, Alexander makes 
four major charges against 
the nation’s system of ar¬ 
resting, sentencing and im¬ 
prisoning lawbreakers: 

1. Sentences are handed 
down for the offense, not for 
the offender. 

2. Prisons fail to offer their 
inhabitants an alternative way 
of life by training them for a 
noncriminal career. 

3. Police, courts and prisons , 
often act at odds with one j 
another. 

4. Despite almost universal 
condemnation of the practice, j 
even by the public, ill-mai- 
ched prisoners are still 
thrown together — the young 
car thief penalized for his first 
offense with the hardened 
criminal who knows no 
livelihood outside of 
lawlessness. 

What Alexander urges, 
above all else, is a system 
that would reform the of¬ 
fender rather than merely 
punish the offense — to 
change the prison popula¬ 
tion, not merely keep it 
away from society. 

But first society would have 
to accept the idea that the 
denial of freedom is sufficient 
punishment, that vengeance is 
not the prison’s purpose 
The tool of reform on wnich 
Alexander puts first priority 
is the indeterminate sentence. 
It would allow experts to 
study the “deficiencies” of 
persons convicted of mime 
and to retain the prisoner 
long enough to correct the 
deficiencies — educational, oc¬ 
cupational, attitudinal or psy¬ 
chological. 

PIECEMEAL FREEDOM 

Release, when it came, 
would not simply put the con¬ 
vict on the street with a few 
dollars and a bus ticket. 
Freedom would come 
piecemeal, with the inmaie 
learning to live with it, 
through work-release pro¬ 
grams, weekend leaves, 
outside classes, halfway 
houses and similar programs, 
all of which are just starting 
to be used. 

The authorities at the 
Federal Penitentiary at 
Atlanta remember the 
outrage that was expressed 
— by the inmates — when it 
was decided to allow the 
prisoners to determine what 
they would do on Sunday 
mornings. 

They were free to decide 
whether to attend religious 
services, go to the library, en¬ 
gage in athletics or simply 
spend the time in their cells. 

The prisoners were outrag¬ 
ed by the necessity of making 
a choice. They had been so 
well trained for prison life and 
its regimentation that they 
could no longer cope with 
freedom. They had become 
professional prisoners.

My job is to 
be the whale and to grind up 
up. to put you to the acid test 
and to pick out your problem 
so you may step out.’* 

D* ‘scribing himself as a 
“bungling apprentice" in his 
job as fool, the slim 36-year- 
old Polish immigrant 
he “gets down into a village 
like a*i airy spirit to turn 
the people on.” 

Dressed joker-style in a 14th 
century scarlet and blue cos¬ 
tume. which he fashioned 
himself to symbolize the 
“marriage of haven and 
hell.” one of the jester’s daily 
pastimes is engaging 
townsfolk in spirited debates 
over any topic they care to 
argue. 

“I’m a Mother Goose 
witness.” iie stated. “Jenovah 
Witnesses say the world is 
coming to an end tomorrow. I 
say the world is just beg'nr.ing 
- maybe today.” 

“And you better turn on,” 
he warns. 

‘‘Shaking up the 
establishment” is another of 
the iconoclast’s favorite func¬ 
tions. In his opiniin the courts 
are “mockery.” teachers are 


“hypocrites” and where 
religion is concerned “tne 
artists are the true ministers 
of the soul. The artists and tne 
true philosophers.” 

II1S BIBLE 

“Now my Bible is Mother 
Goose,” Foikis added. I find 
my theology is expressed in 
many if the Mother Goose 
rhymes. I get high on Moiher 
Goose, not drugs.” 

Foikis uses passages from 
Mot.ier Goose nursery rhymes 
and mythology when speaking 
to children - including ms own 
two offspring, 4 - y e a r - o ! d 
Martin and Rebecca. 2. 

“My next step is to move 
away from this world and m'j 
another world.” Foikis said as 
he picked up his “bauble, a 
symbol of the mace used in 
Parliament. indicating the 
“fool-in” was over. “Out of 
our world and out of /our 
world and into another 
world.”

ITALIAN STUDENT-LABOR AGITATION INTENSIFIES ACROSS NATION 

WHILE PREMIER-DESIGNATE Mariano Rumor sought 
to put together a cabinet for his new government, Italian stu¬ 
dent and labor agitation, stirred up by months of government 
Instability, intensified across the nation on Wednesday. In¬ 
dustrial and farm workers rtaged a one-day general strike in 
Sicl’y and 10,000 port workers in Genoa walked off their jobs, 
tying up more than 60 ships.

DEMONSTRATORS SUPPORTING REBEL PRIESTS MARCH IN VATICAN 

MOMENTS AFTER Pope Paul VI warned the clergy to 
obey the church and reject “near subversive” trends, demon¬ 
strators supporting rebel priests marched through St. Peter’s 
Square on Wednesday. The pontiff issued his warning to 
Italian priests at his weekly general audience in St. Peter’s 
Basilica fronting on the huge square. About 100 students took 
part in the protest, carrying signs in support of ousted rebel 
priest Enzo Massi of Florence and the Colombian guerrilla- 
priest Camilo Torres, who was killed last year fighting against 
government lorces in Latin America. The demonstration last¬ 
ed about two hours. 

JORDANIAN AND ISRAELI TROOPS ENGAGE IN ARTILLERY DUEL 

TANKS, CANNONS, machine guns and bazookas of Jor¬ 
danian and Israeli front line troops dueled across the Jordan 
River Wednesday in the first ground clash In a week. No 
casualties were reported. 

VIET CONG’S NEGOTIATING TEAM ANNOUNCED IN PARIS 

APPOINTMENT of a high powered negotiating team to 
represent it at the expanded Paris conference on Vietnam was 
announced in Paris Wednesday by a spokesman for the Viet 
Cong’s National Liberation Front (NFL). The delegation to 
the negotiations will be headed by the NFL’s acting foreign 
minister, Tian Buu Kiem, 46, a native of the South Vietnamese 
piovince of Can Tho. Kiem will have two special deputies, one 
of them being Mrs. Nugyen Thi Binh, the lady Viet Cong 
guerrilla fighter who has headed a Viet Cong group already 
in Paris. The other will be Tran Hoai Nam, NFL representa¬ 
tive to Algeria. Some sources said the naming of the delega¬ 
tion indicated the long-delayed Paris talks may get under way 
coon. Meanwhile, Hanoi’s chief spokesman said North Viet¬ 
nam is prepared to discuss the withdrawal of troops from 
South Vietnam as soon as the negotiations get started.

Deliberations over the 1969 
school budget which have 
been going on in closed 
sessions over the last several 
months have been stepped up 
considerably in recent weeks 
by the Newton School Com¬ 
mittee, and no end is im¬ 
mediately in sight. 

A regular open meeting of 
the School Committee 
scheduled for Monday night 
lasted less than 15 minutes 
to allow the members 
another long evening of 
discussions on the subject. 

No salary agreement with 
the teachers or any other 
personnel group has yet been 
arrived at, according to 
Chairman Manuel Beckwith. 
However, the school staff has 
been getting an indoctrination 
and has become acutely 
aware of municipal fiscal pro¬ 
blems, not the least of which 
is a rapidly rising tax rate, 
according to the committee 
chairman. 

Beckwith reported that 
hopes for passage of the 
1969 school budget before 
the usual January 1 date 
are “rather dim.” 


11 Are Driven 


Recent actions by neighbor¬ 
ing communities in raising 
starting salaries for new 
teachers will undoubtedly play 
som e major part in decisions 
in Newton since this city has 
always attempted to remain 
competitive in this area in an 
effort to recruit and retain 
qualified personnel. 

Brookline recently voted a 
$6900 minimum; Waltham 
reportedly a $6700 
minimum, and Boston has 
granted teachers a $7000 
starting annual wage. 

Newton’s 1968 starting 


salary for beginning teachers 
with a bachelor’s degree is 
$6400. 

One large item also 
guaranteed to shove the 
1969 budget up considerably 
over this year’s is what is 
known as the “overlay,* 
representing previous 
budgetary and contractual 
committments. 

Last year this amount was 
$903,000. This year the School 
Committee Inherits an overlay 
of about $1,500,000 which must 
be included in the budget for 


the coming year. However, 
Beckwith said that Superin¬ 
tendent Dr. James Laurits and 
the School Department staff 
are working to try to reduct 
that figure as well. 

“In salary negotiations 
everyone, including the 
teachers, is superconscious 
of the current tax burden, 
but the impact of inflation 
and the accompanying ris¬ 
ing cost of living must be 
considered,’ Beckwith 
declared.

DEFIANT PROTESTS in two New York City Schools 
were crushed swiftly by police on Wednesday. Twenty per¬ 
sons were arrested In Harlem and the Ocean Hill-Brownsville 
section of Brooklyn, including two controversial Negro ad¬ 
ministrators At 2 a.m., officers broke through a panel in a 
door at Harlem’s Public School No. 39 and arrested 12 men 
and five women who were staging a sit-in. Both the Harlem 
and Ocean Hill districts are locked in a battle with the city 
and United Federation of Teachers over who should control 
the schools. 

HONG KONG FLU STRIKES ACROSS NATION 

DRUG MANUFACTURERS rushed to step up production 
of a protective vaccine against A-2 Hong Kong Flu virus 
which struck at schools, industries and businesses across the 
nation on Wednesday. It was expected that the huge holiday 
travel would speed infection of Influenza, with its peak reach¬ 
ed in January. Six drug firms are producing the vaccine. 

TWA JETLINER WITH 38 ABOARD HIJACKED, FORCED TO HAVANA 

AN AMERICAN NEGRO man and woman on Wednesday 
hijacked a Trans World Airlines jetliner with 38 persons 
aboard, including country music star Tex Ritter and profes¬ 
sional golfer Mason Rudolph, and forced the crew to fly it to 
Havana. As in previous cases, the hijackers were the first to 
leave the plan after it landed in Havana. 

FOOD STAMP PROGRAM LIBERALIZED 

AGRICULTURE SECRETARY Orville L. Freeman an¬ 
nounced Wednesday the liberalization of the food stamp pro¬ 
gram so the poorest of Americans can get more to eat for 
less money. The new plan to help families with net incomes of 
less than $70 a month was disclosed by Sec. Freeman in an 
address in Falls Church, Va. It would effect more than half 
a million Americans when it becomes effective in February. 


Do Not Call Them; 
Let Them Call You 


“Don’t call us. We’ll call 
you.” 

That is what servicemen in 
Vietnam should tell their 
families who went to call 
them during the holdiday 
season, according to Patrick 
Duffy, Newton manager of the 
New England Telephone Co. 

“It’s easier for a 

serviceman to call home 
than for his family to try 
reaching him in Vietnam,** 
Duffy said, adding that 
“servicemen are en¬ 
couraged to notify their 
families in advance if they 
plan to telephone home, 
particularly during the holi¬ 
day season. When a 

serviceman gets to a 


telephone in Vietman, it’s 
usually just a matter of 
minutes before his call is 
completed to the States.” 

More than 38,000 calls were 
completed between the United 
States and Vitenam last year. 
Four and one-half times as 
many as in 1965. Most of the 
calls were initiated from Viet¬ 
nam rather than from the U. 
S., because of the difficulty of 
locating a serviceman when 
calls come in from the U. S. 

“Every effort is made to 
locate the serviceman when 
a call is received in 
Saigon,” Duffy said,

MASSACHUSETTS’ GOV. JOHN A. VOLPE, who worked 
long and hard for President-elect Richard M. Nixon during the 
campaign, was among the members of Nixon’s cabinet an- 
pounced to Republican Congressional leaders, and later to the 
nation, on Wednesday night. The governor, who made a for- 
tune in the contracting business, was named Secretary of the 
Department of Transportation. Nixon said he picked for his 
Cabinet “big men . . . strong men ... we are not going to 
have a Cabinet which will be basically yes men.” Former Atty. 
Gen. William P. Rogers and Rep. Melvin R. Laird of Wisconsin 
got the top posts of secretaries of state and defense. The 
others: Treasury Secretary, David M. Kennedy; Attorney 
General, John M. Mitchell; Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare, Roivert H. Finch; Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development, Michigan Gov.

TURNPIKE CHAIRMAN ADMITS STADIUM PLAN ‘CONTROVERSIAL’ 

CHAIRMAN JOHN T. DRISCOLL of the Massachusetts 
Turnpike Authority admitted Wednesday that the agency s 
latest proposal for a $91 million stadium complex in the Ken- 
more Square, Boston, area was “controversial.” He insisted, 
however, that it is “still the best plan to build a stadium.” 
Driscoll said the Kenmore Square area was “not the beautiful 
location wo ve been reading about in some publications for 
the past week ” While the Authority’s plan is not necessarily 
‘‘perfect,” none of the private developments proposed over 
the years had gotten off the ground, Driscoll said. He warned 
that private groups should “get out of the way and let some¬ 
body build the stadium if it should be built.” He said the pack 
age deal combines the stadium with a Worcester toll road 
and a harbor tunnel with eventual addition of an indoor 
sports arena. The plan would depend on legislative approval 
of a $5 million “trust fund” to cover deficits.

Political Highlights

Plan Is Needed To Utilize 
Talents of ex-Presidents 

John F. Kennedy would be preparing to retire from 
public life next month if that tragic day in Dallas had 
never happened. 

At the age of 51 his public service would be behind 
him unless he chose to run again for the U.S. Senate or 
to serve in the cabinet of some other President. 

John Kennedy unquestionably would have won re- 
election over Barry Goldwater in 1964 and probably 
would have achieved the same pluarlity as did Lyndon 
B. Johnson. 

The Constitution would have prevented him from 
standing for another term as President, and the likeli¬ 
hood is that after a vacation this coming winter JFK 
would have become president of a university, quite pos¬ 
sibly one of the Ivy League institutions of higher learn¬ 
ing. 

These are things a political observer conjures 
as he looks back and ponders on the manner in 
which the course of history was changed when Har¬ 
vey Lee Oswald snuffed out the life of John Fitz¬ 
gerald Kennedy. 

Because there was that fateful day in Dallas and 
an assassination which shocked and stunned the world, 
it is Lyndon Johnson, not John Kennedy, who is getting 
ready to turn over the reins of government to Richard 
M. Nixon on Jan. 20. 

President Johnson apparently intends to retire to 
the ranch and spend part of his time lecturing at a col¬ 
lege in Texas. 

What this does point up is that under the existing 
law r s we make no effort to utilize the experience and tal¬ 
ents of a retiring President. 

No opportunity is provided for further public 
service when a Presidential term has ended. 

An ex-President, of course, can run for U.S. Senator 
or Congressman or even Governor if he chooses to do so 
although the latter is not likely. 

Presidents, after completing their terms, have 
sought election as Congressman or Senator, presumably 
to obtain something worthwhile to do. 

But this is not always either practicable or feasible.

List year’s teacher salary 
adjustments made efforts to 
strengthen the schedule, 
especially in the middle 
steps, i.e., for teachers with 
from four to ten years of ex¬ 
perience in the classroom. 

In addition, In 1968 there 
were 69 new professionals 
added to the teaching staff, 
mostly to reduce class sixes. 
Mayor Monte G. Basbas has 
requested that the School 
Committee hold the line in 
this area particularly in the 
face of a burgeoning tax 
rate in Newton that reached 
$88.60 this year. Beckwith 
maintained that the School 
Committee, realizing the 
fiscal problems, had In¬ 
tentions of holding down the 
hiring of additional person¬ 
nel even before the Mayor 
made his request. 

Decisions regarding the 
future of the elementary 
school lunch program may 
also have some effect on next 
year’s expenditures, but what 
effect is not yet known.

Nixon’s Bijr^est Problem 

CTO 

The biggest problem facing President-elect Rich¬ 
ard M. Nixon and the incoming administration will not 
be the Vietnam conflict, our inflationary economy or 
the dissension ripping our society. It will be the course 
the United States will take when the State of Israel 
is attacked by the United Arab Republic. 

It must be evident to all perceptive persons that 
the countries in the Middle East bloc under Gamal Ab¬ 
del Nasser’s sphere of influence are preparing for a 
massive onslaught against Israel. 

When the Damoclean sword will fall on Israel only 
President Nasser of Egypt and the makers of the sword 
can tell. Thus, the time-table for action may lie within 
the Kremlin because the sword is being forged on the 
anvil of the Soviet Union. 

Since the six-day war in 1967, when Nasser and 
his bloc were beaten to their knees by the Israeli “blitz¬ 
krieg,” the Russians have poured arms, materiel and 
manpower into the Middle East. At the present time, 
there are from 2000 to 5000 military instructors, tech¬ 
nicians and advisers in the United Arab Republic mold¬ 
ing and training an army. 

The army is being cast in iron under the direction 
of the Soviet Union and Nasser hopes to temper it to 
steel in the blood of the Israelis. 

Just last week, after the Israelis launched a light¬ 
ning strike against Iraqui military emplacements and 
troops in Jordan, Nasser vowed to punish Israel “even 
if it cost a million casualties.” 

When Peabody was Governor, he achieved passage 
of a bill reorganizing the State Public Works Depart¬ 
ment. 

One of the persons Peabody named to a then newly 
created commission which headed the PWD was Fran¬ 
cis W. Sargent. 

Now that same Francis Sargent reportedly is about 
to become Governor of Massachusetts, and the question 
arises whether Sargent would give a job to his one-time 
boss and whether Peabody would accept from a Repub¬ 
lican Governor what it is assumed he would not accept 
from a Republican President. 

So, the world would have to be deaf, dumb and 
blind not to see that a third Arab-Israeli conflict is 
in the offing. Many thinking persons believe the count¬ 
down to the launching date has begun and it is in the 
single numbers, whether months, weeks, days or even 
hours. 

Richard M. Nixon, in his pre-election campaign 
speeches, pledged that under his administration the 
United States would live up to its commitment to help 
maintain the sovereignty of the young Israeli nation. 

From past and present events, it is apparent the 
United States will receive no cooperation from the 
U.S.S.R. in stopping the next Middle East war once 
it begins unless, of course, the tiny David appears about 
to annihilate the mighty Goliath. 

That is what happpened in June, 1967. The Wash- 
ington-Moscow “hot line” went unanswered in the Krem¬ 
lin until the amazed and thoroughly disgusted Soviet 
leaders feared the Israeli strike forces would sweep to 
the borders of Russia. 

The burning, frightening question is what will 
the United States do this next time if the Arab legions 
appear headed for victory? 

That is the momentous problem facing President¬ 
elect Nixon. It is a problem that if not solved diplo¬ 
matically and correctly could envelop the world in flames.

Margaret Heckler attracted widespread attention 
when she defeated the late Joseph W. Martin, Jr., in the 
1966 primary and then went on to win in the subsequent 
election. 

That in itself was a tremendous political feat which 
could be achieved only by a candidate with great popu¬ 
lar appeal. 

But the more one studies the figures for last 
month’s election, the clearer becomes the realiza¬ 
tion that Congresswoman Heckler swept to a vic¬ 
tory of really fantastic proportions.

He campaigned energetically in behalf of Hubert 
Humphrey, and it’s improbable that President-elect 
Nixon will offer Peabody any post in his administration. 

It’s just as unlikely that Peabody, a staunch 
Democrat, would accept a job from a Republican

The answer to the second part of the question 
probably depends on whether Peabody has finished 
running for public office or will attempt a political 
comeback in the future. 

The guessing is that Sargent would remove Pea¬ 
body from the ranks of the unemployed if Peabody so 
desired. 

But the likelihood also is that the only thing Pea¬ 
body would want from Sargent would be a judgeship. 

Such an appointment, of course, would remove 
Peabody not only from the ranks of the unemployed 
but also from the field of politics. 

When the late Thomas Buckley died about the 
time of the primary in 1964, it was felt that Peabody, 
who had lost his fight for renomination, might lower 
his sig s and take the nomination for State Auditor.

An opening for an ex-President to stand for election 
as U.S. Senator might not be created without great em¬ 
barrassment or difficulty. 

An ex-President who sought to shoulder aside 
a popular U.S. Senator in order to get his seat would 
be likely to draw a fire of criticism. 

If John F. Kennedy were still alive and wanted to 
regain a place in the Senate, he would be confronted 
with a choice of dropping the idea or of talking his 
younger brother Ted into retirement in 1970 or waiting 
until 1972 to oppose Edward W. Brooke. 

Neither course would be really feasible, and there 
actually would be no way John Kennedy could serve his 
home state or his country unless he took an appointive 
position. 

That poses the question of why it wouldn’t 
make sense to enact a law or adopt a constitutional 
amendment under which a President on his retire¬ 
ment would automatically become a member-at- 
large of the U.S. Senate, not considered a part of 
the delegation of any state. 

In that way a retired President—if he chose to do 
so—would have a voice in the world’s greatest delibera¬ 
tive body and with his experience, could perform an im¬ 
portant public service. 

There would be many advantages to such a plan, 
and it is difficult to understand why it would not be a 
good one.

Uniform Welfare Standards 
Needed Throughout Nation 

It would be a very healthy thing for Massachusetts 
if the federal government took over the entire admini¬ 
stration of public welfare. 

People will continue to come to Massachusetts as 
long as they can get more money here than they can in 
the states where they now’ live. 

Even though it probably can be shown that it 
costs more to live in Massachusetts than in certain 
southern states, uniform welfare standards should 
be established in all 50 states. This the federal gov¬ 
ernment can and should do. 

That would halt a continuing and understandable 
shift of welfare recipients into the more liberal states. 

It also w’ould be fair to all persons w’ho must depend 
upon public assistance.

It is still difficult to believe that she topped Dinis 
in Fall River, his home city and a Democratic strong¬ 
hold.

Gov. Volpe Could Surprise 
Everyone by Finishing Term 

This has been the year of political surprise and the 
unexpected in Massachusetts and across the United 
States. 

What could now stun and shock politicians and 
political w’riters alike w’ould be an announcement from 
Governor Volpe that he will not accept a job from Presi¬ 
dent-elect Nixon but will serve out his term on Beacon 
Hill. 

On the basis of all the political columns w’hich have 
been WTitten, the opinions which have been expressed 
and the judgements w’hich have been made by those 
w’ho may or may not know what they’re talking about, 
that is not likely to happen. 

But if it did, it would hardly be as earth-shat¬ 
tering as the pronouncement by President Johnson 
late last March that he would not stand for reelection. 

Such a development certainly is a possibility right 
up to the time that Richard Nixon announces he has 
offered Volpe a cabinet position and that Volpe has ac¬ 
cepted it. 

A possibility exists, however slim, that Volpe 
really means it when he says the only plan in his mind 
is to do the best job he can as Governor. 

It’s also conceivable that Volpe could change his 
mind if he had previously decided to step down from the 
Governorship and join the Nixon administration. 

Judging from the comments of the people 
Volpe passed as he strode along Tremont street in 
downtown Boston behind a State trooper the other 
night on the way to the apartment house where he 
lives across from the Common, he’s a lot more pop¬ 
ular than some of the pundits believe he is. 

Meamvhile, the political observers insist that Volpe 
already has his bag packed and will shortly say his 
farewells.

From A Republican Governor? 

Former Governor Endicott Peabody will shortly 
be out of a job.

During his years in Massachusetts politics the late 
John F. Kennedy handpicked only one chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee. He mustered the votes 
to place John M. Lynch in the job in 1956. 

Prior to that time, JFK demonstrated little interest 
in who served as Democratic State Chairman and had 
stood aside and allowed those who wanted the job to 
fight it out for it. 

In the six years since Edward M. Kennedy 
was first elected to the U.S. Senate he has named 
three Democratic State Committee chairmen— 
Gerard Doherty, Lester Hyman and Representative 
David E. Harrison in that order. 

The post is a rather thankless one, and Doherty 
and Hyman apparently were happy to shed themselves 
of its headaches. 


There are so many different factions within the 
Democratic party in Massachusetts and so much in¬ 
fighting that the job is an almost impossible one.

Newton Doctor Reports On 
Clinical Research Study 

J 


William B. Hood, Jr., M.D. 
of Newton, Associate in Medi¬ 
cine at the Harvard Medical 
School and Clinical Assistant 
in Medicine at the Boston 
City Hospital, reported on the 
research study conducted by 
he and his associates at the 
Friday (December 6) meet¬ 
ing in Boston of the Eastern 
Section of the American Fed¬ 
eration for Clinical Research. 

The question of the main¬ 
tenance of hemodynamics has 
been the subject of the re¬ 
search study by Dr. Hood— 
how does the heart muscle 
carry out its task of pumping 
blood after a portion of it 
has been rendered non-func¬ 
tional due to a myocardial in¬ 
farction (death of tissue in 
the middle layer of the heart 
wall). 

Two compensating adjust¬ 
ments may be made by the 
heart muscle, said Dr. Hood. 
“One of these is increased 
shortening of the myocarial 
fibers in the non-infarcted re¬ 
gion of the left ventricle; the 
second is ventricular dilation 
which can serve to maintain 
stroke volume in the presence 
of unchanged fiber shorten¬ 
ing.” 

Tests to determine the effi¬ 
cacy of ventricular dilation 
as a means of increasing 
stroke volume, the investiga¬ 
tors determined, showed that 
this did not occur because 
the infarct left the muscle 
very stiff when compared to 
normal heart muscle. These 
findings were later confirmed 
by measurements in living 
animals. The research by Dr. 
Hood and his associates util¬ 
ized anesthetized dogs in 
whom infarcts of the left ven¬ 
tricular myocardium were in¬ 
duced. 

He and his colleagues, said 
Dr. Hood, then designed a 
model system whereby values 
of fiber shortening in the un¬ 
damaged muscle could be 
measured. The model served 
to compare normal diastolic 
(dilation) and systolic (con- 


I traction) heart action in the 
, presence and absence of in¬ 
farction. The ratio in t he 
change of length of the unaf¬ 
fected heart muscle fibers. 
Dr. Hood pointed out, when 
compared with their original 
or natural length, “is a meas¬ 
ure of the degree to which 
these (unaffected) fibers must 
contract to produce a given 
stroke volume at a given end- 
diastolic volume. This term 
is designated the fiber short¬ 
ening fraction.” 

Using the model as a guide, 
j Dr. Hood and his co-workers 
were able to theorize that the 
[ the stroke volume necessary 
; to enable the heart to main- 
| tain an adequate blood flow 
following an acute myocardial 
infarct, “occurs through in¬ 
creasing shortening of tho* 
remaining, undamaged myo- 
| cardial fibers.”

Creative Arts Program 
Gets Wide Acceptance 

The Newton Community, 

Services Center reported to¬ 
day that over 50 Newton 
women are involved in crea¬ 
tive art programs this semes¬ 
ter. 

In the most popular class, 
experiments in new media, 
mothers have a chance to try 
a variety of art forms, and 
have made throw pillows sand- 
castings and mobiles while 
learning the art of weaving, 
sculpture and mobile forma¬ 
tion. (On the current agenda 
is printmaking, abstract paint¬ 
ing, and assemblage.) All pro¬ 
grams were taught by profes -1 
sional artists in their owni 
field. 

Successful projects in crea-l 
tive decorating, have included 
artificial flower making, up¬ 
holstering and refinishing of 
furniture, antiquing pictures 
and wallhangings. Instructors 
Ann Dinsmore and SyTille 
Rosman report that the wom¬ 
en in their class have com¬ 
pleted many finished items to 
enliven their homes including 
foot stools, chairs, wall deco¬ 
rations, flower arrangements 
and holiday ornaments. 

Carol Lipsitt, instructor in 
abstract art told The Graphic 
that ladies have been excited 
by working in many different 
media (collage, acrylics, tem- 
pra, etc.) all on a non-repre¬ 
sentation level. Successful 
canvases, papers and works 
have been completed by class 
members while learning to 
paint from a still life, from a 
model and by learning basic 
components of abstract de¬ 
sign. “What the women seem 
to enjoy the most,” Mrs. Lip¬ 
sitt told the newspaper, “is 
that they do not have to be 
artists themselves to create 
successful abstract works of 
art. They can be beginners or 
more advanced in art media 
and still derive the same satis¬ 
faction and success from 
what they are doing.” 

The Creative Art Program 
is under the direction of Mrs. 

Murray Janower. Mrs. Jan- 
ower attribtues partial suc¬ 
cess of the classes to the av¬ 
ailability of babysitting on 
the premises for pre-school 
children and to fine instruc¬ 
tion. 

Plans for the Spring semes¬ 
ter include repetition of the 
Decorating classes. Experi¬ 
ments in new media will be 
repeated also, but with a new 
group of artists, teachers and 
fields of endeavor to stimu¬ 
late women of the commun¬ 
ity. 

Women who are interested 
in Spring semester plans 
may ask the Center to be 
placed on the adult art mail¬ 
ing list by calling 969-5906. 

It is also possible for wom¬ 
en to attend individual ses¬ 
sions on a pro-rated basis.

‘‘They want to do what :s 
right.

I 11 Mental Illness

Green Tliumb- 

GAftDEN MUMS: Do the 
florist’s potted mums make 
good plants to grow outdoors 
after they have finished 
blooming indoors? Most of the 
florist varieties grow too tall 
to make good garden plants, 
or flower so late that cold 
weather kills the blooms be¬ 
fore they are fully developed. 
Others are not reliably hardy. 
However, if you would like to 
take a chance to save your 
mum, cut off the tops when 
flowers fade and place the 
plant in a cool basement or 
sun porch. Keep the soil moist 
since the roots of mums are 
very thin and are not able to 
survive long dry periods. 

In the spring, you can sep¬ 
arate the plants (usually there 
are several in each pot) and 
set them out in warm weath¬ 
er. Cut them back to within a 
couple inches. Another meth¬ 
od of handling the mum after 
weather warms up in spring 
is to place the pot outdoors 
and take cuttings from the 
new shoots. A four inch cut¬ 
ting taken in spring will pro¬ 
duce a large blooming plant 
by fall. Cuttings can be easily 
rooted in clean sand or vermi- 
culite. Pinch the plants no 
later than the 4th of July, to 
produce more bushy, compact 
plants. If next fall, the frost 
comes before your plans have 
finished blooming, lift them 
and place in a large pot or 
bucket for bloom indoors. You 
can dig them up even in full 
bud or full bloom. 

STORING CARROTS: I’ve 
been asked for the best way 
to store carrots over winter. 
The oft-quoted method — 
using sand — is not a good 
way to keep carrots. Sand 
dries out and in the process 
will take moisture out of the 
carrots themselves, causing 
them to shrivel. Many garden¬ 
ers find the best way is to 
store them in earthen crocks. 
Put in a layer of carrots, then 
leaves on top of each layer. 
Some use a cover for the 
crock, others do not. We’ve 
tried It both ways and the 


carrots keep beautifully. A 
galvanized garbage can sunk 
into the ground so that the 
top is at soil level makes a 
good container for storing 
carrots, parsnips, etc. Put the 
top on, and cover with leaves, 
straw, etc. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: 
A reader writes: ‘‘My neigh* 
bor has a bougainvillea in her 
home and it is beautiful. How 
can we start one indoors?” 

Answer: Take short cut¬ 
tings from side growth or 
tips 6 inches long, insert in a 
box of clean, moist sand (or 
use a pot) and cover with 
plastic sheet. Place in a warm 
spot, bright window, but not 
| in direct sun. Never allow 
i sand to dry out.

The most important focal 
point is the whole general 
philosophy which is main¬ 
tained by the house parents 
toward each other They have 
established a permissive at¬ 
mosphere which is thoroughly 
permeated with expectations. 
Each resident has a role in 
house-keeping, general clean¬ 
ing, maintaining a modicum 
of neatness and their own self 
hygiene. The fuller meaning is 
aptly expressed by the house 
mother. . . “we begin to grow, 
and begin to iciong to a 
group. . . a family. 

We argue, fight and care for 
one another just as other 
families. We work out our own 
feelings and learn about them. 
It affects everyone when 
someone is out of work, 
becomes upset or sick and 
has to be re-hospitalized. We 
support each other, — we 
become angry when someone 
is unfair, rejecting of our in¬ 
terest in them, or shirks his 
part of the co-operative 
work.’” 

The personnel expects will 
behavior rather than sick with 
full knowledge that they are 
dealing with sick individuals. 
This becomes part of the pro¬ 
cess of social rehabilitation — 
positive aspects of strenths 
within each personality are 
supported as a means of 
obstructing regression. But 
along with tne irm and 
flexible expectations. the 
house parents endeavor to im¬ 
part a “parental love” without 
weakening their demands 
upon each member to strive 
to become an independent, 
self-sufficient citizen of socie¬ 
ty. 

The house psychiatrist 
performs multi-services 
within the realm of social 
physchiatry, gioup therapist, 
individual the rapist, 
administrator and member of 
the family, (also known af¬ 
fectionately as Uncle Julie) 

As problems occjr amongst 
individuals, the psychiatrist 
interviews. Resdents fell free 
sets aside time for individual 
interviews. Residents fell free 
to consult him whenever 
necessary. It has proven an 
important supportive link. 

The members oa v room and 
board and most of them carry 
outside employment This is a 
fundamental and integral part 
of the program to develop the 
patient to becoming self-sup¬ 
porting and to preven. ex¬ 
pectations of financial support 
from the institution. 

The family have social func¬ 
tions to which friends and 
members of the family are in¬ 


vited. Social coniact with the 
community is encouraged and 
promoted whenever possiole. 
(This reporter having at¬ 
tended many of their social 
functions has observed that 
the most characteristic 
keynote or flavor of the event 
is the drastic change in at¬ 
mosphere from the clinical 
hospital to a home of warmth 
and personable hospitality.) 

Being part of the Can¬ 
terbury family, as described, 
is important in the de- 
hospitalizing and prevention 
of hospitalization of the 
chronically ill parent. As one 
former patient and present 
resident described it,. . . “I 
am no longer lost.. . . I have a 
family ... I am important,... 
I can express myself.” 

Canterbury House is not a 
panacea for all mental illness, 
but it certainly is a positive 
and immeasurable siep in the 
right direction. (Next. . . The 
unusual parents of Canterbury 
and the integration of our 
social services) . . .

Towing a trailer may be 
second nature to the 
professional driver bu to the 
motorist who uses one 
occasionally, the job can be 
tricky. 

I The average car owner who 
may be moving, carrying gear 
to a vacation spot or hauling a 
camping trailer for tne first j 
time should practice before 
venturing into highway; 
traffic. He can practice on a 
shopping center parking lot un 
an off day or on a seldom used 
side road. 

Here are 10 tips and; 
procedures for hauling a light 
: trailer: 

1. PULLING OUT. Before 
leaving the curb double check 
that you have ample 
clearance. Use side mirrors 
and apply power slowly and 
evenly. Avoid over- 
acceleration. 

2. CORNERING. Take 
corners at a greater width 
than usual. Avoid driving too 
close to parked cars or other 
roadside obstacles. 

3. SHIFTING. When pulling 
a loaded trailer, manually 
shifting your automatic 
transmission can ease the 
load on the engine and 
prevent over-heating. 
Alternating between the 1, 2 
and D positions may orove

hills. (Avoid exceeding 30 
mp.h. with the transmission in 
low gear.) 

4. STOPPING. Stop 
gradually and smoothly to 
maintain constant control.

Always 
signal your intention to turn. 

6 BACKING UP. Back 
slowly and remember one 
important point. The back of 
the trailer will move to the 
opposite side from the back of 
the tow vehicle. Avoid turning 
the steering wheel 
excessively. Make small 
corrections when needed. 

To control direction, 
remember this procedure. 
Place your hand at the top of 
the steering wheel. To back 
the trailer to left, move your 
hand and the wheel clockwise. 
To back the trailer to your 
right, move your hand and the 
wheel counter-clockwise. 

7. PASSING. Allow more 
time and distance for passing 
another car. Afier completing 
the pass allow ample 
clearance for your trailer 
before signaling and moving 
into your proper lane. Avoid 
rapid maneuvers that tend to 
sway or tilt the trailer and 
hamper your control. 

8. BEING PASSED. If a 
heavy vehicle passes you, air 
turbulence may make your 
car and trailer swerve. Do not 
apply the brakes. Instead, 


maintain your speed and 
apply a steady, compensating 
steering pressure. You may 
find a slight acceleration will 
help you maintain control. 
Naturally, when any vehicle 
passes you, give him plenty of 
space to re enter the lane 

9. SKIDDING. By turning 
the front wheels in the 
direction of a skid, you can 
counteract the skid. If the 
car’s rear wheels turn to the 
right, tun. the wheel to the 
right. Don’t apply the vehicle 
brakes until the skid is 
reduced, and then apply them 
lightly.

LJ E lived alone in a cheerless tenement in a dim alley in the he 
■ ■ squalid and congested East Side of London. Who he 


i heart of the 
was, from 

whence he came, what he did, nobody seemed to know. To tell the truth, 
nobody appeared to care. A stooped, pinched and shabby little figure 
with an air of timorous shyness and haunting pathos about him, he looked 
for all the world as if he had just emerged from a drawing by Daumier. 
When he went out, he was swallowed up immediately in the immensity of 
the metropolis. When he came back, he retired at once unto himself. He 
seemingly lived in the desolation of utter loneliness and the hopelessness 
of abject poverty—a forgotten man submerged in the teeming popula¬ 
tion of the vast city. 

As the Winter set in, he was seen less and less. For several days be¬ 
fore Christmas, he was not seen at all. Then some incident with which I 
am not familiar led the authorities to visit his wretched habitation. They 
found him dead—dead on the greatest day in the Christian calendar, a 
victim of acute privation and long neglect. As he had lived by himself, 
apparently alienated from his fellowmen, so he had died, with no one to 
smooth his pillow for the last time, or to say a prayer or utter even so 
much as a friendly word to mitigate the pangs of departure into the 
great unknown. 

When they took out his pathetic remains, consigned no doubt to a 
potter's grave, the neighbors merely shrugged their shoulders. Another 
poor devil gone, who was doubtless a sore burden to himself and certainly 
of no possible good to anybody else. Then they dismissed him from mind. 
There was, however, one fact that the neighbors did not know. 

When the authorities examined his poor and meager effects, they 
found literally thousands of receipts for postal orders. They covered a 
period of many years. They were not large in individual amounts but they 
represented hundreds of English pounds in the aggregate. They all went 
to charities—charities of all kinds, without discrimination as to race, 
creed or color of the beneficiaries. Orphanages, hospitals, shelters, homes 
for the aged, all manner of institutions for the relief of human misery in all 
its pitiful forms were included in the benefactions. Yes, and among the 
list animal welfare societies had not been forgotten. The last receipt was 
for a contribution to the Salvation Army to buy Christmas dinners for 
the poor. 

This man had lived in extreme penury and died in utter destitution 
that the least of these, his brethren, might be administered unto in their 
helplessness, want and suffering—that those who were hungry might be 
given meat, that those who were thirsty might be given drink, that the 
stranger might be taken in, the naked clothed, and the sick visited. The 
brief item I read in a London paper some years ago, and upon which this 
story is based, gave no hint of the personal drama or inner crisis—if such 
there was—which led to this great renunciation. But surely in some way 
the transforming power and grace of that love and compassion which 
Jesus insistently preached and consistently lived and died to vindicate, 
had quickened the heart and possessed the soul of this man of the London 
slums, and had become the absorbing passion of his life.

The petition calls for "im¬ 
mediate action” by Mayor 
Monte G. Basbas and the 
Board of Aldermen to “secure 
a pedestrian footbridge from 
the air rights development at 
Newton Comer to the Hub¬ 
bards’ Drugstore side.” 

It also calls for another 
footbridge. This from tne 
library side of the Centre Ave. 
and Cehtre Sts. intersection. 
The petitioners stated 
“imperative action be taken 
now in co-operation with the 
air rights development’ snd 
decried the lack of attention 
from City Hall. 

“We also believe the 
pedestrian in Newton Corner 
has certain rights which since 
the inception of the turnpike I 
extension have not been ade-! 
quately protected by the mty. ' 
We petition the mayor and the 
board of aldermen to restore 
our rights and to construct 
promptly this desperately 
needed footbridge.” 

The city’s 19H8 capital im¬ 
provement program in¬ 
cluded two appropriations 
for footbridges at the cor¬ 
ner. each costing $100,000. 
With 1968 nearly expired, 
the bridges have not been 
built, which raises the ire of 
Shea. 

“It’s obvious the city has no 
plans to build footbridges ” 
He said the former Turnpike 
Authority chairman. William 
J. Callahan, promised the city 
a footbridge before his death, 
but it was never in writing. 

Shea said City Hall nas even 
refused to erect pedestrian - 
control lights even though tne 
board in 1966 approved a re¬ 
quest for them. 

“Public Works director 
W’illard S. Pratt refused to 
send the request to the state 
Dept, of Public Works. In 
January of 1968 I asked the 
mayor about it and he said he 
would send it. He never did.” 

Shea said residents take 
"their life into their hands” 
crossing the heavily used in¬ 
tersection where cars speed off 
the turnpike “without slowing 
down.” In addition, the “in¬ 
tersection is still used will 
frequency by students of the 
Underwood and Bigelow 
Schools.” 

Included in the air rights 
development will be a cross¬ 
over above the turnpike for 
pedestrians. “This is no help 
at all for people crossing 
Washington St. and Centre 
St..” said Shea. 

Mayor Monte G. Basbas 
Wednesday said there has 
never been any feeling to 
slight Newton Corner 
citizens and pointed nut the 
city recently constructed a 
municipal parking lot there 
and approved the complex 
over the turnpike “which 
will benefit all of them.” 

At the same time, the direc¬ 
tor of public works, Willard S. 
Pratt, said that on July 19 of 
this year six letters were 
written to various state 
divisions and officials in an at¬ 
tempt to get the traffic lights 
Shea spoke of. 

On Sept. 20 the state Dept, 
of Public Works notified the 
city that the Turnpike 

Authority had approved the 
recommended changes. 

There is no indication when 
the state DPW will approve 
the idea. Such changes in traf¬ 
fic lights must get the 

department’s approval. “I 
would hope it will be 

forthcoming,” said Pratt.

UPSS Says: . . . 

Police Costs of Lunch Program 
Not Responsibility of Parents 


The United Parents for a 
Single Session in Newton 
replied this week to a sug¬ 
gestion by an alderman that 
'op^onel parents” should pay 
for .he additional police costs 
associated with the elemen¬ 
tary school optional lunch pro¬ 
gram. 

The UPSS said it was pro¬ 
viding additional data to in¬ 
dicate that these are not hid¬ 
den costs, and ‘‘it is not a 
surprising new development. 

‘‘It is quite evident to those 
in the community who have 
followed the issue for the past 
three years that the 3.000 
original single session peti¬ 
tioners wanted a uniform 5 
day mandatory program with 
an approximate school day 
starting at 8:30 and ending at 
2:00 (a schedule similar to 
that of many surrounding 
communities) with an in¬ 
school lunch program. We 
note that approximately 98 
per cent of the communities of 
Massachusetts have lunch 
programs. A three-shift lunch 
program of 30 minutes per 
shift supervised by paid 
Lunchroom Aides was the 
type of program requested. 

‘‘In 1966, the Knowles Com¬ 
mittee was established by the 
School Committee to study the 
petitioners’ proposal 
regarding the changing of 
Newton’s 60 year old elemen¬ 
tary school hours. The recom¬ 
mendation of the Knowles 
Committee was to establish 
several pilot schools on a 3 
day lunch plan with various ! 
time schedules using full-time 
Teacher Aides at the lunch 
hour and for various other 
duties during the rest of the 
school day. The School Com¬ 
mittee voted the proposal and 
included art, music and 
physical education specialists 
along with the full-time 
Teacher Aides. Three schools 
participated; the cost was 
$100,000 for the entire school 
year 1967-1968. 

Dr. Louis Orzack presented 
an evaluation of the pilot pro¬ 
gram at a School Committee 
public hearing; it was a most 
favorable report. Then, in 
May of 1968 the School Com¬ 
mittee voted an optional lunch 
plan (5 days a week) for 
working mothers only, but 
with still no change in the | 
same 60 year old elementary 
school hours. In late May, 
after a reconsideration hear¬ 
ing which was well attended 
by more than 400 citizens, the 
School Committee realized 
that not only working mothers 
but a large majority of all 
elementary parents wanted a 
change in school hours. Thus, 
the School Committee rescind¬ 
ed its previous vote, and pass¬ 
ed an optional lunch program 
which was to be paid for by 
participating parents on a 3 or 
5 day option. 

‘‘Under the present plan, on 
Monday, Wednesday, and Fri-j 

v, the lunch period is one j 
r to one hour and fifteen I 
mtes. On Tuesdays and 
irsdays, lunch is from: 
30 to 1:30 with no afternoon i 
oasses scheduled; the 
children simply eat and then 
return home. Over 6,000, 75 
per cent of all the elementary 
children, are enrolled in the 
total program with ap¬ 
proximately 885 in the 5 day 
plan. 

‘‘With this as background, 
let us examine the added 1 
police costs: 

• “1. For years, there has 
been no adepuate protection 
on Tuesday and Thursday; 
afternoons for those children | 
returning to school for extra 


help or afternoon sports and 
their subsequent return home. 
The parents assume this 
responsibility by signing a 
permission note allowing the 
child to return to school. 
Because of the present Tues.- 
'Hiurs. lunch program now in 
effect, police services have 
been provided for the first 
time and those children 
returning to school (not in the 
5 day lunch program) are 
benefiting from the extra pro¬ 
tection heretofore not pro¬ 
vided. 

‘‘2. Since the present 
kindergarten hours do not 
coincide with the present op¬ 
tional lunch program for 
Grades 1-6 (the hour at which 
non-participating children go 
home for lunch) the 
policewoman serve extra 
htours. This added expense is 
certainly not the responsi¬ 
bility of those parents par¬ 
ticipating in the lunch pro¬ 
gram. The United Parents 
when it agreed to accept an 
optional lunch as a “stopgap 
proposal for the coming year, 
agreed to pay for supervisory 
costs and costs directly relat¬ 
ed to the program within the 
schools, not for costs relating 
to the police protection of non¬ 
participating children (of 
which there are less than 25 
per cent). That is the School 
C o mmittee’s responsibility 
and was the School Com¬ 
mittee’s responsibility when it 
voted an optional plan. These 
are costs the City Budget is 
now obligated to pav. 

‘‘Police costs relating to 
‘‘lunch” have been discussed 
publicly on several oc¬ 
casions by Safety Officer 
Charles Feeley of the Newton 
Police Department. Police 
costs always have to be taken 
into consideration when school 
hours are changed. 

The following was stated in 
the Minutes of the Elemen¬ 
tary School Schedule Com¬ 
mittee (Knowles Committee) 
of February 1. 1967: 

‘‘Officer Feeley clarified 
some of the complications 
regarding the police pro¬ 
tection of the children which 
different schedules would en¬ 
tail. He was particularly con¬ 
cerned about schedules which 
would involve the option of 
children staying at school or 
returning home for lunch. He 
warned that any schedule 
changes, unless worked out 
carefully and with the kin¬ 
dergarten schedule in mind, 
could cost a great deal more 
for police women.” 

‘‘Why didn’t the School 
Committee and Ad¬ 
ministration thoroughly in 
vestigate these “hidden” costs 
before they set up the current 
schedule? 

‘‘It should be realized that 
the 1968 budget contained a 
$100,000 appropriation 
allocated by the School Com¬ 
mittee for a tentative man¬ 
datory lunch program com¬ 
mencing September 1968. This 
money was later returned to 
the City Surplus Fund when 
the School Committee voted 
for the present optional plan. 
It should be clearly under¬ 
stood that although the 
$100,000 was returned to the 
City Treasury as surplus it 
still increased our 1968 tax 
rate and therefore the op¬ 
tional lunch parents are 
paying an increased tax rate 
and in addition are now 
paying approximately $33.25 
for the 3 day lunch program 
and $49.85 for the 5 day pro¬ 
gram (32 weeks). Thus, in 
effect these parent-taxpayers

“The UPSS agrees with 
those Alderman who main¬ 
tained that the lunch families 
(over 4,000 of them) should 
not bear these additional 
police costs. They were the 
School Committee’s 
responsibility when they voted 
for this optional program, and 
they should have considered 
extra police protection at that 
time.

With nearly 60 Soviet 
warships now stationed there 
and with Egyptian and Syrian 
bases available to them, 
Moscow for the first tim-* has 
openly challenged the U. S. 
6tn fleet. 

A massive flow of Soviet 
arms to the defeated Arab 
countries has revived the 
threat of a new Arab-lsraeli 
conflict into which the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
might be dragged. 

A spy scandal in the West 
German defense and foreign 
ministries has touched off 
fears that vital NATO 
military secrets are being 
leaked to Moscow. 

The West German 
prosecutor general disclosed 
that a Side-winder rocket 
stolen from a NATO base in 
Oermanv was flown to Russia 
a year ago. 

The r reports have been 
turned into the permanent 
council here Their recom¬ 
mendations will be the basis 
of tie main decisions of NATO 
ministers have to make. 

Perhaps the most difficult 
of these is whether NATO 
should or cao step up its 
own troop strengths to meet 
the new Soviet challenge 

Failure to meet its force 
goaU has long been a chronic 
NATO headache. The United 
Sta* es which spends $75 billion 
annually on defense, long has 
been irked that the European 
NATO members together 
spend only about $23 billion.

To heighten the home’s at¬ 
tractiveness through the win¬ 
dows, here are some sug¬ 
gestions.

For safety’s sake, take cer¬ 
tain precautions when using 
lights.

It’s also a good idea to use 
multiple - type strings of 
lights instead of series-type 
strings. With the multiple-type 
strings, if one bulb fails, the 
others stay lit — an advantage 
not offered by the series 
types.

Contrary to what many 
owners may think, the five 
year or 50,000-mile warran 
of American cars is nc 
necessarily a “pay<air* i 
trouble strikes! 

Under the new warranties, 
owners are required to have 
certain preventive 
maintenance services 
performed as outlined in their 
owner’s manual to keep the 
warranty in force. 

These services fall into two 
groups. One, services to be 
performed at specific mileage 
intervals. Two, services that 
should be performed on on 
“as needed” basis. 

As far as the warranty is 
concerned, maintenance 
services can be performed at 
a garage, service station, or 
dealership — whichever is 
most convenient. 

All that’s needed is to have 
the service man furnish 
verification of the work done, 
the material used and the date 
and mileage the service was 
performed so that the selling 
dealer can validate the 
warranty. 

The importance of the 
regularly-scheduled services 
such as oil changes, chassis 
lubes and air cleaner service 
speak for themselves. 

The so-called unscheduled 
services, those w n 0 s e 
frequency depends totally on 
how and where the vehicle 
operates, usually include such 
things as brake system 
checks, engine tune-ups, and 
wheel alignment, to name a 
few. 

A tune-up eveiy year or 10- 
12,000 miles is a particularly 
important maintenance 
service. Operating a car in an 
out-of-tune condition can 
rapidly accelerate engine 
wear. 

For example, worn plugs 
and points can lead to partial 
combustion. Some of the 
unburned fuel goes past the 
pistons, washes the protective 
film of oil from the cylinder 
walls, and permits undue 
scuffing of the cylinders and 
pistons. 

When unburned fuel gets 
doen in the crankcase and 
dilutes the oil, the oil can’t do 
its job of protecting bearing 


urfaces or keeping valve 
; fters working freely and 

uietly. 

Also related to partial 
ombustion is varnished valve 
terns and guides causing 
ticking valves. If a piston 
should strike a partially open 
valve, a broken piston, a bent 
valve, and an expensive 
repair bill may result.

Two hundred and fifty-two 
deeds were recorded for 
October in the Greater 
Newton area, and this is five 
percent fewer deeds than a 
year ago, a ratio of 1.06 deeds 
per 1,000 residents. 

There w ere 53 deeds record¬ 
ed in Needham in October, an 
increase of seven deeds over 
the same month last year 
(46). Permits for new dwell¬ 
ings in Needham increased by 
four permits; 11 for October. 
1967, as compared to 15 for 
October this year. 

For a comparable period in 
Newton, permits for new 
dwellings increased by 30 in 
one year; there were two 
permits recorded in October, 
1967, and 31 issued in October 
this year. 

In Newton in the deeds 
listings there were 13 fewer in 
October this year as com 
pared to the same month last 
year. (89-102). The 51 new 
dwellings in the Newton area 
included four singles, one two- 
family and a 25-unit apart¬ 
ment house in Newton.

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TOY MAKERS SHOULD MAKE PRODUCTS SAFE, HEARING TOLD 

TOY MANUFACTURERS have the responsibility of 
making their products “child proof” to prevent unsafe usage, 
the technical director of the Consumers Union said Wednes¬ 
day. Morris Kaplan told a hearing held in Boston by the Na¬ 
tional Commission of product safety, that several electronic 
science kits, chemistry sets and a brand of sled were unsafe. 
“In designing a product,” Kaplan said, “the manufacturer has 
a responsibility to choose materials and methods of construc¬ 
tion that require a minimum of education of the user to make 
It safe.” 

“Ideally, Kaplan declared, “it should be child proof; that 
is, no imaginable use or abuse by the child should make it 
unsafe.” The commission is investigating the safety of house¬ 
hold items. Kaplan recommended that “measures designed 
to prevent injuries from toys should be instituted at once.” 

MERRIMACK RIVER GROSSLY POLLUTED BY 26 COMMUNITIES 

A REPORT was released Wednesday by the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Administration which stated that 
the Merrimack River is being polluted by 120 million gallons 
of waste a day from 26 communities in Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire. The report charged that “with few excep¬ 
tions, the entire length of the Merrimack River is grossly pol¬ 
luted from Franklin, N.H., to its 'mouth at Newburyport, 
Mass.” The report named 14 Massachusetts cities and towns 
as major polluters, and said pollution also was contributed 
by 12 communities in New Hampshire. The stretch of river 
between Lawrence, Mass., and Haverhill, Mass., was cited as 
being the most polluted section. The Merrimack is used as a 
municipal water supply for both Lowell and Lawrence, Mass.

Now Clouded By Uncertainty 

An argument has developed among Governor 
Volpe’s advisers on when he should step down from the 
Governorship. 

Volpe himself has declared that the question as to 
when he will officially quit his job is unsettled. 

He indicated it may be any time between the end o # 
the year and Jan. 20 when President-elect Richard M. 
Nixon assumes office. 

Lieutenant Governor Francis W. Sargent, who will 
take over Volpe’s duties and responsibilities when the 
Governor does depart from the State House, would like 
to make the big switch as quickly as possible so that 
he can place his program before the Legislature at the 
turn of the year. 

However, some of Volpe’s more cautious ad¬ 
visers are urging that he not resign from the Gov¬ 
ernorship until his appointment as Secretary of 
Transportation is approved by the U.S. Senate. 

That, of course, could not be until some time after 
Jan. 20 since Nixon obviously cannot nominate anyone 
for a cabinet post until he becomes President.

Basbas Fearful Tax Rate 
May Increase Next Year 


SOUTH VIETNAM VICE PRESIDENT KY ASSAILS AMERICAN CRITICS 

AMERICAN CRITICS were assailed Wednesday by Vice 
President Nguyen Cao Ky, chief of South Vietnam’s negoti¬ 
ating team at the Paris talks, saying they ought to “shut 
their mouths.” 

South Vietnamese sources said he planned to return to 
Saigon soon for instructions. His decision to return apparently 
was the result of a rift between South Vietnamese and Ameri¬ 
can delegates over procedures for the talks with North Viet¬ 
namese diplomats and officials of the Viet Cong ’3 National 
Liberation Front. Ky was bitter in his denunciation of critics 
in the United States who have accused Saigon of foot-drag¬ 
ging in Paris. 

COMMUNIST TROOPS SHELL SO. VIETNAM CITIES, TOWNS, BASES 

THIRTEEN CITIES, towns and bases in South Vietnam 
were shelled Wednesday by Communist troops and an abor¬ 
tive attempt was made to seize a province capital. In Saigon, 
two terror grenades were exploded Wednesday night. 

Heaviest of the attacks was aimed at Tam Ky, a province 
capital along the coast of the South China Sea, 342 miles north¬ 
east of Saigon. Allied defenders hurled back the assault, kill¬ 
ing four of the invaders. Premier Tran Van Huong said Com¬ 
munist forces had opened the first part of a winter-spring of¬ 
fensive aimed at strengthening Hanoi’s bargaining position 
at the Paris talks. He predicted the drive would be crushed.

FLU LIKE COLD CONFINES LBJ IN HOSPITAL 

PRESIDENT JOHNSON entered Bethesda Naval Hospital 
Wednesday for treatent of a chest cold which his medical 
aides described as “flu-like.” Johnson’s symptoms were much 
the same as the influenza which struck down even Vice Presi¬ 
dent Hubert H. Humphrey and his campaign running mate 
Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D-Maine. The President awoke in the 
middle of the night with a fever, the White House said. His 
doctor, Vice Adm. George G. Burkley saw him again in the 
morning and recommended hospitalization. It was expected 
the President would return to the White House by Christmas. 

APOLLO 8 PILOTS GIVEN ‘GO’ BY WEATHERMEN 

AMERICA’S THREE Apollo 8 pilots were given a tenta¬ 
tive “go” by weathermen Wednesday for a tricky shot at the 
moon while another rocket aimed at a closer orbit for a new 
communications satellite. 

Meanwhile, the countdown steamed along for Saturday 
mornings blastoff of Apollo 8 on man’s greatest space ad¬ 
venture. Things were going smoothly in readying the 363 ft. 
Apollo 8 space machine for the six-day moon orbiting mission 
and launch crews reported they were ahead of schedule The 
weathermen added to the optimism with a forecast of satis¬ 
factory conditions at the 7:51 a.m. EST launch time on Sat- 
urday. 

NIXON AIDE SAYS NO CHANGE IS ANTICIPATED IN GOLD PRICE 

A NONCOMMITAL STATEMENT by Secretary of Treas¬ 
ury-to-be David M. Kennedy in Washington Tuesday, result¬ 
ed in an attempt Wednesday by President-elect Richard M. 
Nixon to kill any impression made by his designate that a 
change might be made in the official $35 price for an ounce 
of gold. The statement made Tuesday by Kennedy sent gold 
prices shooting to a near record high for the year in private 
trading in U.S. and abroad on Wednesday. Kennedy had side¬ 
stepped the gold price issue by saying, “I want to keep every 
option open the new administration should have.” Nixon’s 
press secretary said later: “We do not anticipate any changes 
In the price of gold or in Mr. Nixon’s position as stated in 
the campaign.” 

SENATE UNIT TO AIR ISSUE OF MAINE FREE TRADE ZONE 

A PUBLIC HEARING will be held today by the Senate 
Small Business subcommittee on the controversy involving the 
creation of a free trade zone at Machiasport, Maine, it was 
announced Wednesday. Sen. Thomas J. McIntyre, D-N.H., 
chairman of the committee, said he had become disturbed 
“by charges that small independent oil distributers were in¬ 
timidated by major oil suppliers during application for the 
free trade zone. If Maine’s application is approved, and the 
Interior secretary authorizes an increase in oil import quotas, 
Occidental Petroleum Corp. plans to build a $145 million oil 
refinery at Machiasport. The New England congressional dele¬ 
gation has endorsed the plan as a way of curbing shortages 
and high prices for fuel in the region. 

HEALTH OFFICIALS WARN FLU EPIDEMIC INTENSIFYING 

THE HONG KONG FLU virus has struck in 40 states and 
federal health officials warned Wednesday that the epidemic 
appears to be intensifying. A spokesman for the American 
Hospital Association said the flu epidemic was placing a 
strain on the nation’s hospitals because of the large numbers 
of hospital personnel stricken. Taking note of the fast spred 
of the disease, the National Communicable Disease Center 
announced it was stepping up its surveillance of the epidemic. 
“We want to get as good data as we can on the extent of the 
Illness,” a spokesman said.

Mayor Monte G. Basbas 

yesterday expressed his 
concern over the possibility of 
a substantial increase in 
Newton’s real estate rax rale 
in 1969 as a result of the 
state’s fiscal troubles. 

Basbas said that if the 
state does not come up with 
a new revenue - producing 
tax to cover its $100 million 
deficit resulting from 
unforseen medicaid costs 
the money may have to be 
made up from the local aid 
fund consisting of monies 
earmarked for distribution 
to the cities and towns. 

This year the state had 
about $122 million in that fund 
for aid to local communities, 
the Mayor explained. Newton 
will have received by the end 
of this year about $3.25 million 
of that amount as its share. 

If the S100 million needed by 
the state to balance the 
budget is taken from that fund 
in 1969, resulting in virtually 
the loss of all state aid to 
Newton, it would mean an 
increase of about $9.50 on the 
city’s tax rate, Basbas pointed 
out 


This increase, the Mayor 
said, would be in addition to 
tax rate hikes which will 
undoubtedly be caused by 
such local factors as a 
substantial rise in the cost 
of running the city’s 
schools, other municipal 
pay raises, and mounting 
expenses in other areas that 
will affect the coming 


year’s city budget. 

Mayor Basbas reported that 
at a recent meeting ot the 
Massachu setts Mayors 
Association, Daniel Breen of 
the State Department of 
Corporations and Taxation 
and Robert H. McClain Jr., 
executive director of the 
Master Tax Plan Commission, 


disclosed that by Dec. 31 of 
this year the state will pay the 
balance of its 19 6 8 
commitments to the cities and 
towns under the “cherry 
sheet.’ To Newton this will 
mean $900,000 which is still 
owed.

PARDONS BOARD RECOMMENDS COMMUTING LIFE SENTENCE 

THE MASSACHUSETTS Advisory Board of Pardons on 
Wednesday unanimously recommended commuting the life 
sentence of convicted Brink’s bandit Michael V. Geagan of 
Milton, making him eligible for parole. He would still have 
to serve “a number of years” to make him eligible for parole 
under the ruling. The board’s action would have to be approv¬ 
ed by Gov. John A. Volpe and the Executive Council. Geagan 
was the third convicted Brink’s bandit to be recommended for 
commutation by the board within a month. Geagan has been 
in prison since Jan. 12, 1956. Only $54,000 of the $1,219,000 
taken in the Jan. 17, 1950, holdup of a Brink’s counting house 
In Boston has been recovered.

George M. Pappas, 
marketing representative for 
the Sun Oil Company, ad¬ 
dressed the Newton Rotary 
Club Monday and said that air 
p o 11 u ito n caused by 
automobiles will be cut by at 
least 70 percent on 1970 
models, and 85 percent on 
1975 models. 

Pappas, said these pro¬ 
jections are based on new 
control devices and design 
changes that automobile 
manufacturers have pro¬ 
grammed for future cars. 

Pappas predicted that elec¬ 
tric cars would not supplant 
the gasoline-powered engine. 

‘‘If and when electrics are 
ever mass-produced, they will 
not enjoy a meaningful ad¬ 
vantage from an air pollution 
standpoint,” he declared. ‘‘By 
1975 we should have reduced 
all automotive emissions by 
about 85 percent - and beyond 
that date we should do even 
better. 

‘‘Competition between the 
electric and the internal com¬ 
bustion engine will revolve 
around speed, range, 
maneuverability and price,” 
Pappas said. ‘‘On that basis I 
think people will continue to 
drive a gasoline-powered car, 
and breathe easier wiiile 
doing it.” 

He explained that every car 
emits three major pollutants: 
hydrocarbons, carbon monox-

ide and nitrogen oxide. These 
pollutants escape from the 
crankcase, carburetor, fuel 
tank and tailpipe. 

H y d r ocarbon emissions 
from the crankcase, he said, 
were totally eliminated begin¬ 
ning with 1963 models. Also, ( 
hydrocarbon and carbon 
monoxide emissions from the 
tailpipe were cut by about 
two-thirds on 1968 models and 
will be reduced by 30 percent 
more on 1970 models. 

The 1971 models, he con¬ 
tinued, will virtually eliminate 
the evaporation of 
hydrocarbons from the fuel 
tank and carburetor. 

As newer cars with im¬ 
proved controls replace older, 
uncontrolled vehicles, he said, 

,automotive po llution 
ultimately can be reduced by j 
90 percent of more. 

‘‘The oil industry, the 
automobile industry, the 
i federal government and other 
agencies have joined to invest 
many millions of dollars on 
basic research on automobile 
pollution,” he added. “We all 
want to know : is the engine 
design the best possible? Are 
fuels blended in the most 
salutary manner? Are the 
control devices the best we 
can develop? We w'ant to 
know more about how auto 
pollution affects health and 
plant life,” he said. 

“The goal of all this is to 
clean up the engine to the 
maximum degree possible, at 
the lowest possible cost to all 
concerned.”

The \\ onder of Christmas 

Not the least of the wonders we commemorate this ' 
Yuletide season was the simplicity surrounding the 
Birth itself. 

A carpenter named Joseph went with his young I 
wife up from Nazareth to Bethlehem, the town of his ' 
fathers, to enroll for taxation as the governing Romans 
had ordered. 

Bethlehem was a simple hill town of no special 
consequence at the time. 

Joseph and Mary arrived late and weary, to find 
that the inn was crowded; so they took shelter in the 
stable with the other late - comers. Second - best, but 
humble travelers could not choose. It was shelter. And 
there, in the stable, the Child was born. 

Thus the simple beginnings. Add the shepherds 
on the night hills, the appearance of the angel, their 
journey to the stable, and it still remains as one of 
the least adorned of all the great stories we cherish. 

It is as simple as was the Man Himself and His 
teaching. As simple as the Sermon on the Mount, which 
still remains as the ultimate basis of Christian belief 
and, in its essence, of the belief of free men of goodwill 
everywhere. 

There were the night hills, with the little town 
among them. And in a stable there was born One who 
came to speak to multitudes about freedom and justice 
and fundamental rights. One Who spoke in a simple 
tongue, in terms of the beasts of the land and the birds 
of the air and the lilies of the fields, and of man’s re¬ 
sponsibility to man. 

The kings and captain were marching up and down 
the land in full panoply, even as He was being born. 
And in the end they seemed to silence Him. 

But it is His simple words that still live, not theirs; 
and it is the Birth in the stable that we solemnly com¬ 
memorate now, not the gathering at the crowded inn. 


Hoj jes For Peace 

As we prepare to celebrate with prayers, hymns and 
gift-giving the Birthday of the Prince of Peace, hopes 
are high again that true peace can be restored in an 
uneasy world and tensions eased in its trouble spots. 

The mere fact that we may be able to get the 
enemies in Vietnam to sit down at a conference table 
in Paris and talk in itself is the basis for hope that it 
may be possible to bring peace to that far-away land 
where so many young Americans have been killed or 
grievously w’ounded. 

In the Middle East the grave danger exists that 
a sudden spark may set off a world conflagration. 

It is hoped that the disputes there may be settled 
with words rather than with bombs, bullets and shells 
again for there is serious fear that the Soviet Union 
may not stand by another time without intervening if 
Israel and the Arab nations again engage in war. 

Perhaps 1969 will be the year in which great dif¬ 
ferences among nations will be resolved at the confer¬ 
ence table. 

That is the hope of many Americans as they ob¬ 
serve the Birthday of the Babe who was born in Beth¬ 
lehem.

Volpe w ould be among the ranks of the unemployed 
Fav his more conservative lieutenants, if he should quit 
as* Governor and then be denied confirmation by the 
Senate. 

That is not likely to happen. Members of the 
U.S. Senate — even though a majority of them are 
Democrats — are virtually certain to approve the 
appointments of Volpe and all other Nixon nom¬ 
inees for his Cabinet. 

It is taken for granted that will be done as a mat¬ 
ter of courtesy. 

But Volpe’s advisers do have a point when they 
nothing can be or should be taken for granted in politics. 

Volpe probably will take the reasonably safe gam¬ 
ble that the Senate will approve his nomination by Nixon 
for the job as Secretary of Transportation. 

But he presumably will give some consideration to 
the fact that once he resigns from the Governorship 
he can’t change his mind and go back to the office. The 
break is final. 

It’s evident that Volpe has been having some 
second thoughts about leaving the Governorship. 

That is understandable. The burdens of the posi¬ 
tion lie heavily upon the man shouldering them. 

The job seems much more attractive as a Governor 
Is about to leave it or just after he has left it. 

Volpe’s departure from Beacon Hill, of course, will 
be a history-making event. 

In modern history, at least, no Massachusetts Gov¬ 
ernor has failed to finish out his term. 

Volpe will be the first to resign from the Gov¬ 
ernorship to take another job. 

Whether the office of Secretary of Transportation 
is more important than that of the Governorship of 
Massachusetts is open to debate. 

From our viewpoint the Governorship is the more 
important. 

However, George Romney is leaving the Michigan 
Governorship to take a cabinet position of about equal 
importance to that earmarked for Volpe. 

Volpe is confronted with some major questions 
involving his responsibilities to the people of Mas¬ 
sachusetts and to himself. 

As he ponders them, he is the target for verbal 
brickbats being hurled by Democratic politicos on Bea¬ 
con Hill. 

In the feeling generated by those people who think 
Volpe should complete his first term as Governor, a few 
things should be kept in mind. 

Volpe has been a good Governor. He has ac¬ 
complished a great deal for Massachusetts and its 
citizens. 


Great Challenge Will Face 
Sargent When He Moves Up 

When Volpe leaves, Francis Sargent will assume 
the job as Governor, the direction of the State govern¬ 
ment and a tremendous political challenge. 

Sargent will automatically be the Republican nom¬ 
inee for Governor in 1970. 

His chances of winning that election will depend on 
the quality of the job he does as Acting Governor and 
the impression he makes upon the public during the 
next two years. 

While it is assumed that Sargent is the beneficiary 
of great political good fortune, the fact is that the over¬ 
all picture confronting him is a grim, foreboding one. 

Sargent must obtain the enactment of new 
taxes to obtain money to pay for existing state pro¬ 
grams. He is faced with the necessity of doing that 
even though he does not start even one new pro¬ 
gram or expand one already in existence. 

Nobody w’ants to pay more taxes although Volpe 
certainly was not hurt at the ballot box by the fact that 
he fought and achieved the adoption of a sales tax. 

Democratic political leaders may try to capitalize 
on Sargent’s move for new taxes even though it would 
seem that as a matter of responsibility they eventually 
will have to support him on that point. 

In order to raise the amount of money he will 
need, Sargent probably will be forced to increase 
either the sales tax or State income tax. 

Whatever he does, Sargent will be accused of mak¬ 
ing the w’rong decision. 

Then there is the cold hard political fact of life 
that in 1970 the people of Massachusetts will have had 
six successive years of Republican rule in the Governor¬ 
ship and will be ready for a change to a Democratic 
Governor. 

To win election in his own right in 1970, Sar¬ 
gent must be an exceptional Governor until then. 

He has an extremely attractive personality and the 
qualities to make an excellent candidate for the Gov¬ 
ernorship. 

Whether he can overcome the other problems ahead 
of him remains to be determined.

Readers Make Dirty ] 

Books Profitable

Dirty books are getting dirtier. So are movies. So 
is everyday speech. It’s not good. 

Dirty books are not new’. Many new books are 
dirty, most of them unnecessarily so. Ihe dirtiest, how¬ 
ever, seem to be what the ads call “erotic classics, 
books w’ritten a few hundred years ago and passed from 
cellar to cellar — or maybe from castle to castle. 

Now they’re being reprinted here, sometimes with 
beautiful typograhv and sold as respectable additions to 
the home library. Maybe they do reveal something about 
the society of their times, but thats not w hy they re 
bought. They’re bought because they’re dirty. 

The Bible itself is not without its dirty parts, ex¬ 
cept that the w’riters of the time didn’t dwell on them. 
They told the stories simply, but usually without much 
color. Dirt is not the central theme of the Bible. It is 
the central theme of much of what is being sold today. 

How much do dirty books inspire readers to copy 
the characters in the books? Nobody know’s, for sure. 

Maybe a good test for parents is to ask themselves 
whether they want their teenagers, or younger, reading 
such stuff? 

When D. H. LawTence’s “Lady Chatterley’s Lover’* 
appeared in the bookstores half a generation ago, after 
having been well read by most teenagers surreptitiously 
25 years earlier, it was considered a sizzler. Now it’s 
tame. 

One reader, interested in game birds, made the 
comment, “This isn’t much of a book. You have to wade 
through a lot of extraneous stuff to find out anything 
about raising pheasants.” 

The movies, instead of trying to clean up the cin¬ 
ema, are trying to set up a warning system. With it, 
parents are supposed to know’ which films are fit for 
their kids. The trouble with such a dirt index is that it 
signals which are the dirty movies, and that is good 
box office. It’s like the books a generation ago that 
were banned in Boston. If they were, their success was 
assured. 

When New Hampshire was debating the silly 
sweepstakes business half a dozen years ago, we were 
told repeatedly, “You can’t legislate morality.” Now a 
lot of those w’ho said it have changed their minds. They 
think they can clean up the books and the magazines 
and the movies and the way people speak by passing 
laws. 

Maybe President Eisenhow’er was closer to the 
truth w’hen he used to tell us that people can’t be re¬ 
formed until their hearts are ready. 

The reason that publishers are printing dirty books 
hasn’t anything to do with their desire to spread filth. 
They simply w’ant to make money. They know the 
people w’ill buy that stuff. 

Reams have been written about prohibition, how it 
spawned the bootleggers and the hijackers and the 
gangsters. Those creatures were not zealots trying to 
convert us to a nation of alcoholics. Thev were simply 
trying to make money — fast. And many‘of them did. 

All through history, regardless of laws, if people 
wanted something badly enough to pav a lot for it some¬ 
body would provide it. It might entail big risk. Those 
who sold the something could risk disgrace, prison, even 
death, and they did, because there was big money in it. 

This is the way it has been, whether the desired il¬ 
licit commodity was prostitutes, liquor, dirty books, 
marijuana or any other kind of dope. In some nations, 
men ha\e betrayed their people and sold their govern¬ 
ments for big profit. Men have sold their employers* 
secrets for big profits. 

, 1 ^,°// we wan t to wash the nation’s face, maybe 
wed better examine our own faces. When the people 
stop buying the dirty books, the publishers will stop 
printing them. * 

To be sure, he who panders to our low taste is some¬ 
how’ an undesirable character. 

But more culpable are those who make such pander- 
ing good business. 1

Volpe Must Go To Alaska To 
Use Private Railroad Car 

Some of the politicos on Beacon Hill almost flipped 
when they read in the newspapers that Governor Volpe 
as Secretary of Transportation will have a private cook 
and dining room, a private railroad car, a chauffeur- 
driven limousine and a variety of planes and ships 
ready to take him wherever he wants to go. 

When all the facts are sifted down, it appears that 


Volpe’s job w’ill not be quite as glamorous as some of 
the newspaper reports picture it although it will not 
be too bad either. 

Any of the GOP bigwigs w’ho have decided they 
w’ould like to hitch a ride sometime between Boston 
and Washington on Volpe’s private railroad car, can 
forget about it. 

It’s techincallv correct that Volpe has a pri¬ 
vate railroad car at his disposal. The catch is that 
the only time he can use it is when he travels be¬ 
tween Seward and Fairbanks in Alaska on the gov¬ 
ernment-operated line. 

Volpe should take the trip if he can find the time 
so he’ll have the thrill of riding in his own railroad car. 

The Governor also will have his private cook in his 
personal dining room in his luxury suite at the Trans¬ 
portation Department. 

However, the cook will not be some high-priced 
chef who was hired away from a fancy French res¬ 
taurant. He will be a Coast Guard petty officer 
who has been taught to cook but who is not likely 
to be in any great demand at Maxine’s of Paris. 

The waiters in Volpe’s private dining room will be 
Coast Guard stewards. 

Volpe’s pay will be $35,000 annually, and he will 
have a personal expense account, enabling him to spend 
up to $24,500 a year in federal funds. 

A Cabinet member usually is allowed to name his 
own top assistants. 

If that custom is followed in Volpe’s case, he 
will be able to select a $30,000-a-year deputy, two 
$25,000-a-year special assistants and three private 
secretaries. 

He also will fill 37 other staff positions, but most 
of them will not carry sufficient salary or stature to 
cause any rush of Massachusetts applicants for them. 

Volpe’s present salary as Governor is $35,000 a 
year, the ame as he will get as Secretary of Transporta¬ 
tion. 

The planes, ships, boats and helicopters to 
which Volpe will have access are all owned and 
operated by the Coast Guard. 

Despatches from Washington make much of the 
fact that Volpe will have a chauffeur-driven Cadillac 
limousine with a telephone in it.

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Rules For A Safe; 
i| Fire-Free Holiday 


With the advent o! the 

Christmas season, Fire Chief 
Frederick A. Perkins, Jr., ad¬ 
vises all Newton residents to 
take time to follow a few 
simple but important fire 
prevention guidelines. 

Parents should never 
leave their children unat¬ 
tended. not even for one 
quick, last minute shopping 
trip, as youngsters inav 
play with electrical fixtures 
or lights and start a fire. 

Turning to the subject of 
Christmas trees, Chief 
Perkins points out that a 
natural, “real’ tree should be 
fresh with firm needles when 
you take it home. Saw off the 
butt an inch above the old cut, 
stand the tree in water and 
keep it in water until you 
i dispose of it, preferably very 
soon after Dec. 25 

Don’t rely on do-it- 
ourself flamcproofing 
treatments. Set up the tree 
away from heat where it 
cannot block escape from 
the room, even if the tree 
should fall over. 


metal covered trash container 
or an approved (fireproof) in¬ 
cinerator. The fireplace isn’t 
a safe place to burn such 
materials. 

Don’t allow smoking near 
the tree or wrappings. Be 
sure there are plenty of large, 
safe ashtrays at hand. Keep 
an eye on small children 
playing near the Christmas 
tree, and sure that matches, 
lighters and candles are out of 
their reach. 

Most important, have a 
home fire escape plan which 
it well rehearsed so every 
member of the family 
knows what to do in case of 
a fire.

All artificial trees should be 
clearly marked as made of 
slow burning materials. Don’t 
buy one without this label. 
Trees with a built-in electrical 
system should carry the 
Underwriters ’ Laboratories 
(UL) label. 

Metal trees > hould be used 
only with i h.ect lighting; 
spotlights or *h-.r lights not 
coming in co :t with the 
tree should illuminate the 
tree, but not touch it. This 
way, you will avoid the hazard 
of electric shock. 

Use only equipment which 
carried the UL label. 
Unlabeled materials seldom 
meet safety standards. 

Check lighting for frayed 
wires, loose connections and 
broken sockets, and don’t use 
any items which are faulty. 
Electric cord sets with built-in 
fuses are strongly recom¬ 
mended. Bulhs domestically 
manufactured are generally 
safer; imported bulbs 
have dangerous “hot spots. 

Place strings of light? on 
the tree so no bulbs are in 
direct contact with needles 
or decorations. Standard 


tree bulbs of seven to 10 
watts reach temperatures 
of about 260 degrees, which 
are hot enough to dry 
needles to the point where 
they easily ignite. Never use 
lighted wax candles on or 
near the tree. 

For outdoor lighting, use on¬ 
ly cord sets listed by UL as 
being made expressly for out¬ 
door use. Always turn off all 
tree and other indoor holiday 
lighting when everyone leaves 
the house or retires for the 
night. 

Use non com nustihle 

decoration materials including 
metal, glass and asbestos 
whenever possible, and be 
certain that cotton batting, 
flock and fancy papers are 
flameproofed. Don’t use 
lighted candles with decora¬ 
tions of polystyrene foam, and 
certainly never with candle 
holders made of synthetic 
snow* or with natural 
evergreen decorations which 
dry quickly as they cannot be 
kept fresh in water. 

Santa Claus beards and 
costumes should be marked 
flameproof. Whiskers and 
masks which aren’t treated 
can be hazardous. 

Dispose of papers and box 
es, gift wrappings, as soon as 
all presents are opened, by 
placing the wrappings in a

Mann Praises 
Action Taken 
On FAIR Plan 

Rep. Theodore D. Mann, of 
Newton, this week commend¬ 
ed the action permitting Mas¬ 
sachusetts to participate fully 
in the federal program to in- 
sum urban homes and busi¬ 
nesses against losses due to I 
riots. 

The program was adopted 
by Congress last summer, 
with Massachusetts qualify¬ 
ing for participation In Octo¬ 
ber. Known as the “FAIR” 
Plan (Fair Access to Insur¬ 
ance Requirements), the pro¬ 
gram is now fully operative, 
according to Mann. 

He further pointed out that 
the new insurance program is 
a major constructive factor in 
the rehabilitation and redevel¬ 
opment of our urban centers. 

Rep. Mann was among the 
earliest to advocate this new 
protection and his resolution 
memorializing Congress to pro¬ 
vide such insurance was 
adopted by the State Legisla¬ 
ture in Sept. 1965. 

He subsequently collaborat¬ 
ed with Rep. Michael S. Duka¬ 
kis of Brookline, in the suc¬ 
cessful sponsorship of legisla¬ 
tion that was required to per 
mit Massachusetts participa¬ 
tion in the federal program.

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Rcp-Elect Daly 
Announces Drive 
For Progress 

Legislation to open up the 
books of public authorities, 
put county employes under 
Civil Service and subject 
billboards to local controls 
were among bills filed for the 
coming session by Represen¬ 
tative - elect Richard W. Daly 
of Wellesley and Needham. 

The new lawmaker reported 
yesterday that he also 
sponsored or co-spoonsored 
measures to protect the con¬ 
sumer, scrap the Governor’s 
Council, reform voting laws 
and improve education in the 
urban ghettoes. 

Altooether, Daly signed 35 
bills for the 1969 state 
legislative session, some in 
cooperation with other 
Republicans and others 
through the Consumers’ Coun¬ 
cil. He also filed for Wellesley 
College a measure to allow it 
to acquire further property if 
the acquisitions remain on the 
tax rolls. 

Major items in Daly’s 
legislative package would: 

—Make public the records 
of such authorities as those on 
the turnpike, port and 
stadium, as recommended by 
the Crime Commission. 

—Place county employes 
under the rules and regula¬ 
tions of state Civil Service, to 
curb patronage and political 
influence. 

—Require billboards to con¬ 
form with local regulations, 
as a compromise first sug¬ 
gested last year by Gov. 
Volpe. 

—Bar stores and others of¬ 
fering revolving credit from 
charging interest in amounts 
of original balance already 
repaid, as some do now.

NEW YORK (UPI) — It’s 
not too long ago that the so- 
called idle rich were 
v i r t u a 11 7 the only 
Americans who didn’t have 
to worry about the time and 
money to travel to faraway 
places. 

For the average middle 
class American family, a 
trip abroad, or even across 
the continent, usually meant 
months of saving the funds 
and the extra time needed 
for the once-in-a-lifetime 
vacation. 

But all that has been chang¬ 
ed — time and money no 
longer are major obstacles to 
the working American who 
comes down suddenly with the 
wanderlust. 

These days millions of 
Americans from all walks of 
life go trooping off around the 
world each year tc exotic 
places once the private 
preserves of the monied set. 

Travel time ha 3 been 
drastically reduced by the jet 
plane. London, Paris, Rome, 
Jerusalem, Cairo, Cape Town, 
Hong Kong, Tokyo, Tahiti and 
Sydney now' are hours from 
the United States instead of 
days and sometimes weeks. 
Flying time between New 
York and Los Angeles and San 
Francisco is about five hours 
nonstop and Miami, Chicago, 
Las Vegas even less. 

And for those short of 
ready cash when the travel 
fever strikes, there are 
scores of “go now, pay 
later” plans, special travel 
loans offered by banks and 
other financial institutions 
and credit cards. 

Those small plastic cards, 
which first appeared cn the 
scene about 20 years ago, 


have played a major role in 
spurring travel both in the 
United States and overseas. 

Great Variety 

An industry source 
estimated there are at least 
3,000 different types of credit 
cards available in the United 
States today with Americans 
holding about 300 million. 

The majority are the so- 
called “private label” cards, 
such as those issued gratis by 
major oil companies to j 
motorists for deferred pay¬ 
ment of purchases and 
services at their service sta¬ 
tions across the land. Some of 
these cards are also accepted 
by hotels, motels, 
reastaurants and other 
establishments. 

Plane tickets and car ren¬ 
tal charges also can he paid 
off later with credit cards 
issued free by airlines and 
rent-a-car companies. 

Then there are the so-called 
travel and entertainment 
credit cards for which holders 
generally pay an annual 
“membership” fee of around 
$12. Widely accepted abroad 
and most popular in the 
United States are those of 
American Express. Diners 
Club and Carte Blanche. 

Diners Club was the first to 
come up with the “T & E” 
card, as it is known to the 
trade. American Express and 
Carte Blanche followed. 

“Nothing has taken more 
trouble out of travel since 
Henry Ford went into the 
automobile business,” said 
Richard B. Howrland, AMEX- 
CO vice president and general 
manager of the credit card 
division. 

“Our card is almost as 
good as a letter of credit — 
sometimes it’s better. If 
money talks and credit

LONDON (UPI) — Alf 
tipples too many pints of 
beer in the pub Sunday 
night. Monday’s hangover 
causes him to skip work or 
have an on-job mishap — 
growing maladies that are 
sapping millions of dollars 
from Britain's hard-pressed 
industries. 

A report probing what it 
terms “Britain’s top secret 
illness” said heavy drinking 
is costing the nations 
businesses more than S180 
million annually in pro¬ 
duction losses. 

The report was put 
together by National 
Lifeline, a group of three 
charities which hope to 
raise at least $72 million 
each year to improve 
rehabilitation facilities for 
the estimated 5 0 0,0 0 0 
Britons with “a drinking 
problem.” 

A spokesman for the three 
said the proportion of 
persons with alcoholic 
tendencies was extremelv 
high at boardroom level and 
stressed the production loss 
problem was rooted as 
much there as on the fac¬ 
tory floor. 

Called “Alcoholism in In¬ 
dustry,” the report recom 
mended that foremen and 
supervisors should be train¬ 
ed to recognize t h e 
symptoms of alcoholism 
among their colleagues 

It suggested that detected 
employes be interviewed by 
their immediate 
supervisors, with a union 
representative present, and 
be referred to medical 
facilities for proper help. 


AMES, Iowa (UPI) —

The Maryland Ornithological 
Society recently cancelled all 
future star walks. The reason: 
too many nights there no long¬ 
er are stars in the Maryland 
firmament — the air has be¬ 
come too firm with sulphurs 
and similar sluff that a star 
beam cannot pierce. 

Perhaps you have noticed 
that the stars above your roof 
lack the lustre of a few years 
ago. The lowered luminosity 
varies in degree to a ratio of 
your distance from the city. 
But few of us live far from 
a city today, and there is evi¬ 
dence that pollutants ride the 
wind on a world wide scale. 

If the idea of a “star walk” 
is foreign to you, it means the 
gathering of friends some eve¬ 
ning on a prominence where 
they can scan the heavens 
with binocular or telescope. It 
is a nature-related hobby for 
those who feel the need of 
familiarity with the constella¬ 
tions known so well to the 
ancient Greek and Persians. 
It is to some extent an answer 
to Carlyle’s complaint: “Why 
did no one teach me the con¬ 
stellations when I was a 
child?”

SERIOUS SITUATION 

In 1918, the impoverished 
new-born republic, with a 
population of only six millions, 
faced a very serious economic 
situation. It was cut off from 
all its former sources of raw 
materials, as well as its prin- 



allied occupation trooDs the 
same year had a very en¬ 
couraging effect on those who 
believed in this small and 
neutral country. 

Experts later wondered 
what prompted the 
Russians to leave Austria in 
1955, the only country they 
gave up voluntarily. It ap¬ 
peared that they considered 
their strategic gain greater 
than their lo^r. since the 
Western Powers 

simultaneously pulled out of 
Western Austria. 

Whatever the reason, 
Austrian diplomats took ad¬ 
vantage of the situation, 
secured the long dreamed of 
treaty and thus paved the way 
for their country’s solid 
rebirth.

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Holiday Mail Heavy But It 
Should Be Delivered Dec. 25 


Maurice Carroll, assistant 
superintendent at the Newton- 
ville Post Office, reports that 
mail collections are getting 
very heavy, and that the peak 
was reached yesterday. 

Th e mail is expected to 
level off today, and 
Postmaster Ephram Martin 
expects that the Christmas 
mail volume in the Boston 
Postal District, which in¬ 
cludes Newton, will be ap¬ 
proximately 300 million 
pieces, about the same 
volume as last year, or slight¬ 
ly higher. 

Mail cancellations are run¬ 
ning about 10 per cent below 
last year (for the Christmas 
season), and one possible 
reason is the regulation which 
states that all mail, sealed or 
unsealed, must have a six 
cent stamp. 

About 30 trucks covering 
the Newtons for parcel post 
mail, have been used for 
Christmas mail, and normally 
the Post Office uses only 12 
trucks. Six trucks are being 
used for special delivery mail. 

Postal authorities, are con¬ 
fident that all Christmas mail 
will be delivered by Christmas 
Day. However, there are 
several variables including 
the weather and the Hong 
Kong flu whcih has taken its 
toll in the Greater Boston 
area during the last two 
weeks. 

Further, if a large, 
snowstorm in another part of 
the nation should strike unex¬ 
pectedly, the mail might be 
late. Postal employes, 
however, are keeping their 
fingers crossed that just 
enough snow will fall between 
now and Christmas Day to 
give the gentleman with the 
white whiskers and red suit 
good sledding over the roof¬ 
tops. 


Postmaster Martin points 
out that persons who still 
haven't mailed their 
Christmas cards, and are 
holding them for weekend 
deposit, may find that they 
won’t be delivered by Dec. 25. 

“We shall follow the regula¬ 
tions in handling the mail, 
namely, that they shall be 
handled in sequence of 
receipt, and all cards 
deposited in tliis area 
(Newton) or received 
from any part of the world, 
prior to the weekend, will 
receive precedence in 
delivery on Monday and Tues¬ 
day to those cards which are 
mailed later,* Martin said. 

Saturday, (Dec. 21), regular 
Saturday closing of postoffices 
will resume and no window 
service will be provided Sun¬ 
day, (Dec. 22). There won’t be 
any deliveries Christmas Day 
except for “specials’ and 
perishables. 

The postmaster said, “the 
14,000 dedicated Postal 
employes in this district have 
worked long hours during this 
Christmas season so that all 
the mail would receive the 
services of our experienced 
personnel. All of them, except 
for a skeleton crew in our ma¬ 
jor postoffices, will have 
Christmas at hom e with their 
families.* 

“Since experience has 
shown that very little personal 
mail and no business mail is 
deposited on Christmas Day 
and New Year’s Day, only the 
boxed located in front of 
postoffices will be collected on 
these days. This collection will 
be made at 3 p.m.’ 

About 25 extra carriers 
were pressed into service in 
the Newtons and Needham to 
handle the influx of Christmas 
mail this year.

14) telephone information 
became directory assistance 
in Boston and the surrounding 
suburbs in the North and 
West. 

Patrick Duffy, local 
telephone manager in Newton, 
said: “The new name is more 
appropriate than the general 
title ‘information.’ 

“We hope the use of direc¬ 
tory assistance will reduce the 
increasing volume of ques¬ 
tions directed at information 
operators. These (questions) 
include such requests as cook¬ 
ing instructions, weather 
reports and street directions. 

“Directory assistance will 
provide customers with a 
faster and more direct 
method of obtaining telephone 
numbers not listed in their 
directories.” 

Information calls to the 
Greater Boston area average 
250, ,)0 daily, and increase 
about 10 percent annually. 

With the new system, if a 
telephone number isn’t listed 
in the directory, the operator 
will explain that it is a new 
listing, and ask the customer 
to make a note of it. 

If the number is listed, the 
operator will explain where 
the listing can be found in the 


dirctory for future reference. 

Duffy says; “The change to 
directory assistance cor¬ 
responds with the delivery of 
more than 1.5 million Boston 
and West Suburban telephone 
directories. 

“This directory delivery, 
already underway, is one of 
the largest of its kind in the 
United States. It is scheduled 
for completion in late 
December.” 

The new directory contains 
several modifications t o 
enable customers to find 
telephone listings with greater 
speed and convenience. These 
modifications and im¬ 
provements include: 15 call 
guide pages to assist 
customers in placing local or 
long distance calls as well as 
special attention given to 
government listing. The 
listings for Middlesex and Suf¬ 
folk counties are now listed 
alphabetically under the coun¬ 
ties’ name rather than under 
the "hty of Boston.

Investigation continued this 
week into the case of four 
girls and a boy a: Newton 
South High School charged 
with involvement with opium. 

Two 15-year-girIs were 
taken from school last 
Thursday and arrested and 
charged at the police station 
for possession of the drug 
opium and possession of a 
hypodermic needle. 

A 16-year-old West Newton 
boy was apprehended at his 
home and arrested at the sta¬ 
tion that night. In addition to 
the possession charges, he 
was also charged with in¬ 
ducing a minor to take 
narcotics. 

Later, two other girls, one 
15 and the other 16. also 
students at the high school, 
were arrested. All five were 
arraigned at Newton 
district court and their 
cases were continued until 
Dee. 30. The four girls were 
released in cutosdy of the 
probation officer, while the 
youth was bailed in $250. 

The arrests were the result 
of a long, intensive in¬ 
vestigation, according to Capt. 
John N. McMullen, who work¬ 
ed with Sgt. James V. Cox, 
Sgt. Thomas M. Dargan and 
Officer Charles E. Feeley. 
School Dept, attendance 
supervisor Jerry R Angino 
also workod with the police 
over a period of a month. 


McMullen said all of th* 
teen agers were from “good 
homes.' He said that he had 
experience with youngsters 
using marijuana but that it 
was highly unusual for them 
to be involved with opium. 

Opium is considered a 
dangerous drug which is taken 
by induction into the biood 
stream. It produced a 
narcotic effect similar to 
marijuana but considered 
more intense.

America’s Faithful Men 

After 11 months of cruel captivity, the members of 
the 82-man crew of the U.S.S. Pueblo are free. Thev and 
their loved ones, along with every other citizen of the 
United States, are happy with their release from bond¬ 
age. 

Their freedom was accomplished through patient, 
frustrating negotiations by President Johnson and our 
diplomats in the State Department. 

Although the bold act of seizing our ship on the 
high seas provoked and incited many to urge retaliatory 
action which might have led to the United States in¬ 
volvement in another war—President Johnson and cool¬ 
er heads prevailed. 

But they brought as much pressure to bear as pos¬ 
sible and in the end they won out. 

As U.S. officials said privately, it was a “kooky" 
arrangement that saw our negotiator at Panmunjom 
sign an “apology" which was repudiated in advance. No 
matter, it served the purpose of reuniting the men of 
the Pueblo with their families. 

What is galling, is the treatment accorded the men 
while they were prisoners of the North Koreans. They 
were treated barbarously by their captors, who Cmdr. 
Lloyd Bucher termed as “totally brutal." 

* It is just another example of the type of treatment 
meted out by Communists to those who represent free¬ 
dom. Another example was the total subjugation of 
Czechoslovakia by the armed might of the Soviet bloc in 
Czechoslovakia by the armed might of the Soviet bloc in 
a midnight invasion last summer. 

America can be proud of the men of the Pueblo. As 
Cmdr. Bucher put it: 

“They never once lost their spirit or faith in the 
United States of America. Never once did they give me 
cause for concern. They were so typically American they 
thoroughly confused our captors." 

We truly can be proud of those brave men.

Newton Student 
Will Study 
In Greece 

Ronald Adams of Newton, a 
senior at Colgate University 
in Hamilton, N. Y., will travel 
to Greece for the 1969 
January special studies 
period. 

January at Colgate is a time 
for independent study and 
research for all of the 1900 un¬ 
dergraduates. 

The seminar on the topogra¬ 
phy and monuments of An¬ 
cient Greece has the distiotion 
of being the most far removed 
from the Colgate campus this 
year. Other students will 
travel to Mississippi, 
Washington, New York City 
and the southern Ap¬ 
palachians for January pro- 
I jects. Most participants in the 
University’s off-campus study 
groups will complete their in¬ 
dependent study at the 
University of Fijon in France 
and in London. 

Each student selects a topic 
of special interest and pursues 
it without interference from 
the demands and re¬ 
quirements of other courses. 

This year, for the first time, 
coeducation comes to the 
January Program as some 60 
Skidmore women exchange 
places with Colgate men for 
the month.

Camels Featured By Indian 
Army Maneu vers in Deserts 


By R. C. FAME 
BIKANER, India (FPI) 
— One of the world’s most 
unusual armies maneuvers 
under the scorching sun of 
the great Indian desert on 
the backs of camels. 

The Ganga Jaisalmer 
Risala Indian Camel Corps is 
made up of thousands of 
camel commandoes who 
patrol 600 miles of desert 
frontier between India and 
Pakistan. 

Despite their nasty tem¬ 
pers, the camels have been 
trained to carry two troopers 
on their backs plus a 
machinegun, a mortar and 
enough food and water to last 
a w’eek. 

When pressed, the dessert 
animals can travel as many 
as 80 miles a day at speeds 
up to 10 miles an hour, 
twice the normal pace for a 
camel. 

But there are problems for 
| both riders and camels. For 
example, the open desert pro¬ 
vides little camourlage to hide 
the camel patrol. 

The humped beasts present 
a large and easy target for 
snipers. But camels of the 
corps are trained to lie down 
on their sides and play dead 
when gunfire is directed 
against them. 

In the event of air attack, 
the camels scatter, although 
some of them have been 
known to bury their heads 
under the sand.

The immigrants shook 
j Australian complacency by 
i grabbing the overtime, by 
taking extra jobs and by 
1 working Saturday shifts. 

They by-passed the pubs 
on the way home and few of 
them gambled. 

Some industrious im- 
! migrants saved as much in 
two years as Australians who 
had been working for ten. 

Jobs became competitive 
and Australians, somewhat 
grudgingly, knuckled down to 


meet the challenge of these 
“new Australians.” 

The result: record in¬ 
dustrial output throughout 
the nation. 

Undoubtedly the greatest 
impact the immigrants have 
had in Australia is in the 
revolutionary changes they 
have wrought in eating and 
drinking habits. 

Little more than 12 years 
ago most of Australia’s 
restaurants offered a one- 
page menu giving a Hobson’s 
choice of steak or steak and 
eggs. It was the national dish. 

It didn’t matter if steak was 
ordered medium, rare or well 
done. No one asked because it 
always arrived at the table 
well done, accompanied by 
chips — now’ called French 
fries. 

Also available were roast 
beef or roast lamb or the 
British-inherited fish and 
chips. 

No one dared ask for a glass 
of w’ine in those days. Wine

N-W Hospital Will Hold 
Education Day Tomorrow

The laboratories of pathology at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital are sponsoring a unique Medical Technology 
Education Day tomorrow afternoon (Friday, Dec. 27) 
for students invited from 11 colleges. 

One of the first of its type to 
be held in Greater Boston, the 
program will acquaint 
students interested in a 
Medical Technology career 
with the hospital phase of 
their education program. 

A prospective medical 
technologist invests three 
years of a study in basic 
sciences at a college or 
university. The fourth year, 
spent in a hospital school of 
medical technology, leads to 
an academic degree and 
prepares a student for 
registration as a Medical 
Thchnologist. 

Of more than 200 hospitals 
in Massachusetts, about two 
dozen conduct approved 
schools of medical 
technology, such as the one 
at Newton - Wellesley 
Hospital. 

“The need for qualified peo¬ 
ple grows rapidly because 
hospital laboratories have an 
ever widening prominence in 
medical diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment. The technologies and 
skills of the laboratories are 
vital tools for today’s doctor, 
intent upon the most effective 
approach to illness and in¬ 
juries,” said Dr. Arthur E. 

O’Dea, chief pathologist and 
director of the Newton - 
Wellesley Hospital 
laboratories, as well as direc¬ 
tor of the school of medical 
technology. 

Organizing the Med Tech 
Day, in addition to Dr. O’Dea, 
is the chairman, Mrs. 

Christine Manos. 

At 1 p.m. four relatively 


new’ instruments and their 
operations will be 
demonstrated for the 
students. They include a 
r a dioisotope scintillation 
in electrophoresis inst¬ 
rument, a blood coagulation 
testing device and a 
demonstration of blood bank 
techniques related to ery¬ 
throblastosis, the blood con¬ 
dition of infants tiiat neces¬ 
sitates exchange trans¬ 
fusions. 

Student guests also will 
participate in a case study, 
depicting how technologists 
contribute to the care and 
management of patients. 
Technologists from various 
laboratory areas will explain 
tests and determinations they 
utilize. 

The students also will tour 
the laboratories, viewing in 
the process the hospital’s new 
hemotological computer. The 
$20,000 instrument, one of the 
15 in the nation, makes 
several calculations and com¬ 
putations from a single small 
sample, seven drops of blood. 
In five minutes it provides 
considerable data about a pa¬ 
tient’s hemotologic state. 

Presently, the 260-bed com¬ 
munity hospital builds two 
new wings, with the total con¬ 
struction project scheduled 
for completion in 1970. In¬ 
cluded are new laboratories of 
pathology, in an air con¬ 
ditioned wing and with double 
the floor space of the present 
laboratories. The laboratories 
are expected to be completed 
in the summer of 1969.

Except for vague descrip¬ 
tions, police were without 
clues this week in the $900 
holdup by two girls of a 
Newton Upper Falls package 
store last Friday. 

The girls, both Negroes and 
armed wuth small revolvers, 
invaded the Newton Beverage 
Shop Inc., at 1220 Chestnut st., 
at 9:45 p.m. in a thoroughtly 
professional manner. 

Peter Coleran, of 7 Turner 
rd., Wellesley, a clerk, told 
police one of the girls walked 
to the counter while the other 
remained at the door keeping 
a w r ary eye on customers. 

The girl at the counter said 
to Coleran, “we are not fool¬ 
ing around — give us your 
money.” 

Coleran took the contents of 
two cash registers and placed 
them on the counter where 
they were scooped up by the 
distaff bandit. Both girls fled 
in a 1959 station wagon which 
was parked at Oak and 
Chestnut sts. 

Coleran told police the 
registers contained $900 in 
small denominations. Also in 
the store at the time was John 
Bruen, a clerk, of 168 
Woodland rd., Sherborn, who 
was unaware of the Holdup. 
Several customers were also 
in the store.

This course 
is designed for parents of 
children this age and for peo¬ 
ple working with children this 
age. Emphasis will be placed 
on the major developmental 
tasks, and the role of parents 
and teachers in helping 
children to complete these 
developmental tasks suc¬ 
cessfully will be explored. The 
interaction between the home 
and the school will be includ¬ 
ed. as will the influence of our 
cult ire on the development of 
children and on child - rearing 
practices. 

A course in Research 
Techniques will be held on 
Tuesday evenings from 7:15 
to 8:15. This course is design¬ 
ed to benefit those who are 
currently taking college level 
courses, those contemplating 
doing so, and those interested 
in jontinuing their education 
on a less formal basis. It will 
stress the techniques of in¬ 
formation retrieval in the 
library and the tools for 
gathering information for a 
research topic, this leading to 
more effective use of the 
library. 

Speed Reading will also 
start with the second 
semester. The principal focus 
of this course will be on ad¬ 
vancing the skills of com¬ 
prehension and speed reading. 
An analysis of the organiza¬ 
tional patterns of writing will 
provide the basis for in¬ 
creased reading com¬ 
prehension. Speed as a func¬ 
tion of comprehension will be 
emphasized, and provision 
will be made for supervised 
practice. In addition, critical 
reading skills such as drawing 
inferences, determining fact 
or opinion, and analyzing pro¬ 
paganda will also be included. 

Courses continuing from the 
first semester are: Creative 
Writing; Beginning French: 
Beginning Intermediate, and 


Advanced Italian; Music for 
Living; Operadventures; and 
Beginning, Intermediate, and 
Advanced Spanish.
